Civil Service union leaders 
yesterday deferred a decision 
on whether to call industrial 
action over - the Government’s 
imposition of a cash limit to 
control their pay increases this 
yezr. 

General secretaries of the 
nine unions decided that 
because pay negotiations were 
so confused it would be wrong 
to agree any policy on possible 
action. They will meet again 
next Tuesday. 

The Government last week 
announced a 14 per.cent cash 
limit for pay increases linked 
with the loss of up to 20,000 
jobs, which ministers see as a 
form of productivity. The cut 
in jobs means that the unions 
are guaranteed a 161 per cent 

increase, but that still falls 
short of their expectations of 
increases between IS per cent 
and 20 per cent, whi'-h 
say are suggested by evideoce 
from the independent *-iy 
Research Unit. 1 ‘ 

The two main Civil Service 
unions, who between them 
represent more than half the 
500,000 white collar civil ser¬ 
vants, have received their first 
offers in pay negotiations with 
the Civil Service Department, 
hut it wilLbe several days be¬ 
fore the unions and the depart¬ 
ment negotiators arrive at an 
agreed interpretation 

Only then will the unions be 
able to decide whether to call 
for industrial action.

the union’s action. The leaders 
of Bradford and Grimsby coun¬ 
cils warned Nalgo members that 
if they took part in the action 
they might be sent home with¬ 
out pay. 

A union official said yesterday 
that except in a few isolated 
areas, all processing and issuing 
of rate demands had been 
halted. The union has also 
agreed to individual branches 
taking action which they think 
will be effective, but which had 
not previously been approved by 
the union leadership. 

This includes action in 
several areas to disrupt rent 
collections. Some telephonists 
at council offices will also be 
involved. A collection at the 
delegate conference raised 
more than £10,000 which will be 
put into a fund to help finance 
a strike over Easter by air 
traffic controllers if they vote 
to strike in ballots now' being 
arranged.

Tory revolt 

over threat 

to benefits

Expectations that the Govern¬ 
ment plans to make large cuts 
in social security expenditure 
in the Budget next week were 
increased last night by non-' 
committal replies from Mrs. 
Margaret Thatcher tit . the 
Commons, 

Though the Prime Minister 
hid behind the traditional-con¬ 
vention that nothing is said; 
which might impinge on the 
Chancellor- of the Exchequer’s 
statement, she sowed the seeds 
for a parliamentary sto r m - 

The most serious effect for 
the Government is a threatened 
revolt ampng its own. back¬ 
benchers. Some of them, put a 
warning shot across the Chan-, 
celior’s bows last night by in¬ 
sisting that child benefit in¬ 
creases due in November should 
keep pace with inflation. ’ 

The indications are that the 
increase will be limited to 75p, 
which will fall short of the rise 
in the cost of living. On too of 
that, the Prime Minister, dia not 
deny speculation that earnings- 
related supplementary benefits 
would be abolished. 

Mr James Callagha n , Leader 
of the -Opposition, sprang to the 
dispatch box on three occasions 
warning that it would be to the 
Government’s lasting shame and 
a disgrace if it did nor increase 
unemployment benefits in lint 
with inflation. 

The size of the Tory revolt, 
over child benefits runs deeper 
than shown in the division lobby 
lists. About 30 backbenchers 
held a private meeting earlier 
this week when strong opposi¬ 
tion to the Government’s 
rumoured plans were expressed. 

Far reasons of tactics and 
loyalty the majority did not 
support last night an amend¬ 
ment to the Social Security 
Bill .which -called for a £1.20 
increase in' November. But 
ministtrs have been informed 
privately that if there is hot at 

least a minimum of £1 an¬ 
nounced in the Budget,- then 
the Government will have to 
reckon with a serious revolt 

Four of them communicated 
this view to Sir Geoffrey Howe, 
OC, .Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer, at a meeting yester¬ 
day which lasted nearly an 
hour. They were: Mr William 
Waldegrave (Bristol, West) Mr 
Tristan Garel-Jones fWatford), 
Mr Robin Squire (Havering, 
Hornchurch), and Mr John 
Patten (Oxford).

(because an increase jn child 
benefit is matched by a corre¬ 
sponding reduction in unem¬ 
ployment or supplementary 
entitlement) 

During Prime Minister’s 
questions, Mrs Itoatcher refused 
to be moved by Mr Callaghan 
to confirm speculation about 
unemployment and child bene¬ 
fits. 

The Opposition Leader asked 
Mrs Thatcher to realize that 
the link between unemployment 
and the level of benefits was 
of paramount importance to 
those likely to be put out of 
work by Government financial 
policy.

Heavy snowfalls and high 
1 winds created road hazards in 
many parts of fee country yes¬ 
terday. 

Among roads blocked were 
the A686, A689, and A66 in 
Cumbria, fee A58, A648 and 
A57 in the Peak District, and 
the A6-10 RochdaJe-Hudders- 
ficld road.

Nearly two inches of snow 
fell around Dorchester in an 
hour. Dorset police said : ** The 
snow was not forecast and 
caught us by surprise. The A35 
was blocked for a time along 
with the Wevmourh to Dor¬ 
chester road. Wc had the roads 
cleared within a couple of 
hours, but it certainly caused 
chaos for a time ”. 

Huge seas backed bv winds 
gusting up to 65 mph battered 
the North Wales coast. Af 
Rhos-on-Sea, Cohvyn Bay, waves 
poured down the main street 


as they did in the floods of 15 
months ago. Shops and six 
houses were flooded in spite of 
sandbag defences. 

At the Rbos Abbey Hotel six 
inches of water flooded fee 
basement and firemen were 
called to pump it out. One 
had only just been redecorated 
and refitted, but staff managed 
. to pull up the new carpet in 
time. 

There was also flooding in 
Grimsby when a rainfall of 1.11 
inches in 24 hours coincided 
with a high tide in the Humber. 

The river Fresliney, which 
runs through the town, rose to 
within a foot of the top of its 
banks before the tide turned 
and the level hegan to drop. 
Firemen had to pump flood- 
wiater away from Eleanor 
Street and Southfield Road.

like this." 

Chief Inspector John Roddy 
said that one of fee two sisters 
who ran the hostel discovered 
fee fire, which apparently 
started in a blanket cupboard 
up against the stairs in fee from 
hall as she rose for prayers. 

The fire brigade was alerted 
at 5.40. The three bedrooms on 
fee top floor where fee dead 
women were found were "just 
a shell", he said. “All-you can 
see. is bedsprings and burnt 
clothing everywhere.” Five of 


the bndies were “ completely 
charred and are going to be 
impossible to identify”. There 
were three or four beds in each 
of fee seven rooms used as bed¬ 
rooms. 

Mrs _ Cicely Hope, aged 69. 
who lives next door to fee 
hostel, said she was woken by 
one of the sisters crying: “ Help 
Un-, help us, we are on fire ”, at 
rhe back of the house. "There 
was feick, black smoke and 
flames pouring out", sbe said. 

Mr Geoffrey Huggert, a car¬ 
penter. who also lived alongside, 
helped to get ladders and coax 


two residents from a window to 
a flat roof and safety, “it was 
like an inferno,” he said. “ You 
could see the rafters, it was 
really ablaze ar the top. There 
was no chance of anybody being 
alive up there”. 

Forensic experts were still 
working lust night to establish 
the cause of the fire, although 
police said arson was not sus¬ 
pected. 

Of the three women taken to 
hospital, pne was detained with 
25 per cent burns to her arms- 
and face. Her condition last 
night was described as "fair”.

Councils must find other savings 
as Government abandons 
school transport charge plans

Conceding defeat on the 
Governments proposal _ to 
empower local education 
authorities to make charges for 
school transport, Mr Mark 
Carlisle, Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, 
announced in the Commons 
yesterday that he would not be 
seeking to reintroduce the rele¬ 
vant clause in the Education 
Bill, defeated in the House oE 
Lords, at a later stage. 

But he emphasized that the 
clause ted originally been in¬ 
troduced at rhe request of the 
Association of County Councils 
to give them greater freedom 
in choosing where to make sav¬ 
ings on their education budgets. 

“The option to charge ffor 
school rransportj is no longer 
nnen to local authorities”, be 
removes the obligation on local 
authorities to achieve the 
needed reductions in expendi¬ 
ture in some other way.” 

As originally drafted, the 
clause on school transport 
would have enabled authorities 
tn have made savings of about 
£30m if they chose that option, 
but later amendments restrict¬ 
ing the power to charge bad 
reduced rhe amount of possible 
savings. It had been pointed 
out in the House of Lords that 
the system, as the Government 
amended it, would have re¬ 
quired many extra staff to 
administer the charges. 

The Duke of Norfolk, who 
>ed Lie revolt in ihe House of 
Lords, said larer that he was 
r'eased with the Government’s 
'^cir.ion to accept the defeat 
but h? thought it was quire dis¬ 
graceful that Lady Young, 


Minister of State for Educa¬ 
tion, should have suggested 
that any new savings should 
come from the handicapped. 

“ t should come from the 
administrative costs _ of the 
Department of Education ”, he 
sain. “In any case, there is no 
need for the Government to 
require it to come from the 
education departments. 

“I feel it is totally wrong 
to break up the Butler con¬ 
cordat of 1944 which set out 
the dual system of church 
schools and ordinary schools. 

The Duke of Norfolk said 
he would challenge the 
Government’s claim that the 
Transport clause would have 
saved £20m. He feels that the 
various amendments to the 
original transport provisions 
must have reduced that to a 
much lower figure. 

Mr Carlisle won cheers from 
all parts of the House with his 
announcement, though Conser¬ 
vative backbenchers ■ shouted 
comments to remind Labour 
MPs that they were cheering 
the democratic decision made 
in a House that they want to 
abolish. 

For the Opposition, Mr Neil 
Kinnock saw the possibility 
that the 20 authorities which 
had “jumped the gun", assunv 
ing that the cvlause would be¬ 
come law, would be forced to 
cut classroom provision, dis¬ 
miss teachers, reduce capita¬ 
tion allowances and cut down 
an the provision oF books. He 
too referred to Lady Young’s 
statement. 

Mr Carlisle said the point 
that Lady Young was trying to 
moke was that i fthe education 
authorities could not make 


modest charges for transport 
they would have to make sav 
Logs which might be disadvan¬ 
tageous Co the people con¬ 
cerned. 


Mr Jack Ashley, Labour MP 
for Stoke-on-TrenC, South, wan¬ 
ted a clear assuarOcd that 
handicapped children and those 
receiving nursery education 
would not be penalized. 

“Everyone is ■■ concerned 
about the problems of handi¬ 
capped children Mr Carlisle 
responded, “ but . I cannot 
promise what the outcome of 
my decision, will be.” 

He brusquely rejected a re¬ 
quest from Mr Hugh Fraser, 
Conservative MP far Stafford 
and Stone, that die Govermryjnr 
should find the £20m or £30m 
that was required for school 
transport Cash limits had al¬ 
ready been fixed, he said. 

Lady Young refused a simi¬ 
lar request in the House of 
Lords from Lady David, the 
Opposition front bench spokes¬ 
man on education. 

Catholics may suffer: It is 
ironic that while Roman Catho¬ 
lics gave the lead to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s defeat on school 
transport in the Lords, tfaev 
could now find themselves 
much worse off (our Education 
Correspondent writes). 

Some councillors are already 
talking of saving money by 
doing away with all discretion¬ 
ary school transport. That 
would mean that children 
attending church schools who 
now travel thero free although 
it is not their nearest state 
school, cou'd in future have tn 
pay the full distance-related 
fare. 


Minister denies delaying 


report on bright pupils

Mr Mark Carlisle, Secretary 
of State for Education and 
Science, denied yesterday that 
he had withheld publication of 
a report which shows that 
bright children do not suffer 
academically in comprehensive 
schools. 

In a parliamentary written 
reply to Mr Nigel Forman, 
Conservative MP for Sutton, 
Carshalton, Mr Carlisle said 
thar there was *' no truth what¬ 
soever” in the suggestion that 
lie had withheld publication of 
the report hy the National 
Children’s Bureau. 

The research was carried out 
by the bureau (with a £36,000 
grant from the Department of 
Education and Science l, and it 
was for the bureau to publish 
the report, he said. A draft was 
sent to him last August. 

In a letter last December to 
Professor A. H. Halsey, who led 
the research team, he ted said 
that he hoped the report would 
be widely read. He understood 
that the bureau expected to 
publish it in June or July. 

The research is based on 
16,000 cf"dren bom in the 
same week in 1958, whose pro¬ 
gress has been followed since 


birth. They were tested in 
mathematics and reading at the 
age of 11 and again at 16. 

The latest report examines 
the children’s progress in 
different types of selective and 
Don-selective schools. Children 
who were in the top 20 per cent 
of the ability range at the age 
of 11, made on average the same 
progress io reading and mathe¬ 
matics over the five years of 
secondary education, regard¬ 
less of wherher they went to a 
graratner or to a comprehen¬ 
sive school. * , 

In a letter to Mr Carlisle last 
November, Professor Halsey, of 
the Department of Social 
Studies at Oxford University, 
said: 

“ The evidence rules out both 
the hopes of those who advo¬ 
cated comprehensives as the 
panacea for all educational ills, 
and the fears of those who 
opposed them as disastrous 
* social engineering 

“The record of the compre¬ 
hensives ... is much the same 
as that of other state schools— 
neither a triumph nor a defeat” 

Professor Halsey said yester¬ 
day that Mr Carlisle could have 
made additional funds available 
to speed publication.

elected City alderman

The second atteraot by Mr 
Donald Silk, a solicitor, to 
become an alderman of the City 
cf London failed yesterday 
when he was rejected by the 
Court of Aldermen. 

In a secret ballat the aider- 
men voted 20-0 against confirm¬ 
ing his election after the ward 
nf Aldergate in February voted 
him their alderman by 259-229. 

The court gives no reason for 
its decision. Sir Peter Gadsden, 
Lord Mayor, used the formal 
wards of rejection. “ Ir is well 
known that by on ancient 
custom cf the City of London 
the election o fan alderman is 
subject io ratification by the 
Court of Aldermen. 

“Havin'* regard ij the many 
rnd varied duties which have to 
be rerfnnred bv on alderman 
of rhe Cit yef London, for oil 
of which he must bi= suitable, 
the court has come to the con¬ 
clusion that it is unab'e ro 
confirm the election of Mr 
Demid Silk.” 

Mr SHk. aped 51, who failed 
in thi High Court to have the 
veto declared invalid after his 
first election last July, scid 
after the derision that he had 
not yet made up -his mind what 
course of action to take. 

He is entitled to stand for 
a third time in the ward, but if 
he <s elected and again 
rejected by the Court of Alder¬ 
men. the court has the right to 
nnminate the alderman for that 

ward. 

Mr Silk complained to the 


court rhat he had informally 
beeo given three reasons for 
not being a suitable candidate. 
The first was that he was 
diverted. 

Another reason was thar he 
had been rejected as a magi¬ 
strate, and had been convicted 
of motoring offences. In 30 
years’ driving his fines had 
been less than £100. 

Third wa> a question or per¬ 
sonality, by which lie concluded 
the court did not like him: “ In 
a word, prejudice. Prejudice 
may be acceptable if one is 
selecting a steward of the 
Jockey Club or an assistant for 
a City guild, but we are dealing 
with the government uf the 
greatest city in rhe world, -a 
local authority which is to raise 
over E200m next year in rates, 
the cradle of democracy and, in 
a very real sense, the mother of 
the mother of parliaments”. 

Mr Colin Dyer, Chief Com¬ 
moner of the Corporation of rhe 
jty of London, dismissed those 
complaints a> ” nonsense ". He 
sa-id that the veto protected the 
mayoralty. 

He said that local govern¬ 
ment in the ity was controlled 
by the Court of Common Coun¬ 
cil. whose couurilmen were 
elected in a normal election as 
in other local authorities. The 
25 aldermen, also- members of 
the Court of Common Council, 
ted a separate rale as the 
Count of Aldermen. 

Mr Silk rejected the argu¬ 
ment that the Court of Alder¬ 
men was not part of the demo¬ 
cratic local government process.

The Government is planning 
more severe social security cuts 
Lhis year tteo were imposed by 
the National Government in the 
1930s, a noisy rally at the House 
of Commons was told yesterdav- 

Mr Frank Field, Labour MP 
for Birkenhead, told a meeting 
of more than 150 pensioners 
and others chat they were fac¬ 
ing the first real cue in social 
security benefits for 50 years. 

He stud that benefit cuts 
imposed by the National Gov¬ 
ernment were made when prices 
were falling; they were not 
real curs. The Government now- 
planned to cut benefits, with 
inflation raging, by not raising 
them enough 

The Government had already 
given away a “ tax bonanza ” of 
£4,500m, more than a third of 
which had gone to the richest 
7 per cent, Mr Field said. The 
porest 10 pc-r cent had picked 
up only 2 per cent. 

“ Don’t let us have any oF this 
talk about the money not being 
available", he said to rising 
cheers. “ The money is there to 
give to a different group— 
those who are already well 
endowed with the good things 
of til is world.” _ 

He was speaking at a meeting 
called by the National Cam¬ 
paign Against Social Security 
Cuts to mark the report stage of 
the Social Security Bill. The 
meeting brought in coachloads 
of pensioners, disabled people, 
steel strikers and workers from 
Scotland and Wales as well as 
the South-east, who made it 
dificult for most speakers tn be 
beard. 

They gave a rough reception 
to the portly Mr Martin Stevens, 
Conservative MP for Hammer¬ 
smith, Fulham. When he rose 
to respond to savage attacks on 
his party and leader, a pen¬ 
sioner shouted : “ I'd like to see 
you livt on a pension. He spends 
all his money on beer.” 

They cheered Miss Ruth 
Lister, director of the Child 
Poverty Action Group, when 
she said that the Bill would 
make 1.805,000 claimants worse 
off, 19,000 of them by £3 a week.- 
But they were reduced to angry 
silence when she warned that 
worse might come. 

“ The Budget mav mean an¬ 
other Bill, which" could 
appropriately be railed the 
Social Security Destruction 
Bill, to end inflation proofing 
of short-term social security 
benefits," she said. 

She forecast that the reported 
shnrthfaH by which unemploy¬ 
ment. sickness and basic rate 
supplementary bentfir rates 
would be incrr-.ist’d in Novem¬ 
ber would he more than the 5 
per cent forecast.

Three legs replace portcullis to mark step towards independence 


Europe’s islands watch Manx liberation

Douglas, Is-le of Man 
The golden portcullis—symbol 
of authority on a customs 
officer’s caip badge, will dis¬ 
appear in a fortnight from the 
beadgear worn by members of 
rhe Waterguard Service in the 
Isle of Man. 

To mark another step towards 
more independence, rhe port¬ 
cullis will be replaced by the 
Three Legs of Man symbol and 
the surround of laurel leaves 
the words “ Isle of Man 
usroms and Excise Service **. 
From April 1 for the first 
time in 200 years the Manx 
nation, which comprises about 
63,000 permanent residents, will 
collect its own indirect taxes as 
well as levying Rs own (20.5 per 
cenr) income tax. 

A staff of 37 officers, some 
recruited from the British 
customs service, bas been 
established, and new headquar¬ 
ters are being buaU on tbe site 
of the old steam railway station 
at Douglas. 

The changeover in real terms 
of variations in rates of duty 
will be very gradual, almost 
imperceptible at first, and there 
is no early prospect of cheap 
drink and tobacco to lure holi¬ 


daymakers back from the 
Mediterranean beaches. 


The first changes are likely 
to be in the field of VAT rates 
on “ non-exportable” services in 
an attempt to reduce the island’s 
high cost of living. 

Any changes in VAT rates will 
be subject to agreement with 
the United Kingdom Govern¬ 
ment, but Mr Percy Rad cliff e 
chairman of the Manx finance 
board, and Mr William Dawson, 
the island’s treasurer, are look¬ 
ing particularly at the 15 per 
cent VAT rate on such items 
as house and car repairs, house 
extensions and -improvements, 
cinema, theatre and sports 
charges, and possibly petrol 
prices. 

There is no intention of 
creating a barrier between die 
island and tbe United Kingdom 
with British visitors having to 
pass through customs, but the 
Introduction of the indepen¬ 
dent service is seen as a spring¬ 
board from which more control 
of the island’s economy can be 
exercised. 

The island's inflation rate of 
20.5 per cent is believed to be 
the highest in Europe. The 
Government’s June budget in¬ 


creased prices here without 
conferring any tax benefits. 

Hardest, hit have been the 
low wage earners, who do not 
in any case benefit from the 
island’s own. low income tax 
rates because most of them are 
exempt from tax anyway. The 
overall- cost of'living is more 
than 5 per cent above that of 
tbe mainland. . . 

One-of the.hidden assets of 
the new arrangement will be the 
termination of British VAT 
inspectors’ rights of access to 
rhe books of the many finance 
companies wbich had based 
themselves here in recent 
years and which account for 
about a third of the island's 
total income. 

They were always seen as a 
deterrent to the attraction of 
more such companies in _ a 
market which has become in¬ 
creasingly competitive since 
tbe abandonment of exchange 
controls. 

Although, assurances were 
always given from London that 
information obtained by 
British customs -VAT inspectors 
was never packed on to the 
inland Revenue or other 
agencies, dark suspicions have 


been- held - that such a tiling 
could, easily.'happen in the 
computer age..- 

Manx moves - are being 
watched closely by other island 
communities .in Europe,, par¬ 
ticularly . by Shetland, which 
sent a deputation" to the Isle 
of M4n at the end of last year. 

-Two other moves towards in¬ 
creased. independence are pro¬ 
ceeding. slowly. The first is to 
relieve^ tile Lieutenant.'Governor 
of many of his administrative 
responsibilities and - of his 
positions on the Legislative 
Council (Upper House of the 
Manx parliament) and on the 
executive council (cabinet). 

With vice-regal status be 
could give assent, to domestic- 
legislation on the spot,, a an 
improvement -on .the -'.time- 
consuming system of Royal 
Assent.- These proposals, have 
been amicably negotiated with 
the United Kingdom Govern¬ 
ment.

Britain bas been accused by 
Irvestia, the Sovier Government 
newspaper, of a breach of the 
1975 Helsinki agreement by bar¬ 
ring Russian journalists from 
visits to Northern Ireland aud 
Rhodesia. 

Tbe newspaper said no visas 
hod been issued to a group of 
Russian journalists to cover the 
Rhodesian elections and, “ in 
another acr of discrimination” 
permission bad been refused for 
its London correspondent and 
the London-based correspondent 
of Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
to go to Northern Ireland. 

The Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Office in London yes¬ 
terday said British authorities 
had been unable at rhe time to 
make available facilities for in¬ 
terviews the journalists had re¬ 
quested in Northern Ireland 
and, in the circumstances, they 
were told “ it was probably best 
they should not make ' their 
planned visit there 
It confirmed that because of 
practical difficulties ” no visas 
were issued to Russian corres¬ 
pondents during the run-up to 
the Rhodesian elections. The 
decision was taken by the in¬ 
terim administration under Lord 
Scrames. 

Other East European cor¬ 
respondents, notably from East 
Germany, Hungary, Poland, 
Romania and 1 Yugoslavia, were 
among the 600 foreign journa¬ 
lists who covered the Rhodesian 
elections, but the Foreign Office 
has denied that the Russian 
journalists were unable to go 
because of the British Govern¬ 
ment’s hard-line approach to the 
Soviet Union over its invasion 
of Afghanistan. 

In irs attack on the British 
Government. Izvestia said 
.Northern Ireland Has been 
effectively turned into occupied 
territory with English troops 
terrorizing the Roman Catholic 
areas. 


End Stormont talks, two 
of three parties say

Senior delegates from, two of 
the three parties attending the 
Stormont constitutional talks 
believe privately that the con¬ 
ference should be wound up as 
sonn as possible. 

The Government nevertheless 
is determined to press orr until 
all 14 items on the agenda 
have been discussed, which 
seems certain to take the con¬ 
ference into next month. After 
that there is a strong prospect 
that the forum will be adjour¬ 
ned rather than ended. 

The leaders of the Alliance 
Party, and the Social Demo¬ 
cratic and Labour Party dele¬ 
gations are convinced that the 
conference tes ended its use¬ 
fulness and that it could be 
counter-productive to continue 
it much longer. The talks, which 
began on January 7. are clearly 
in danger of becoming a politi¬ 
cal embarrassment. 

The Rev Jan Paisley’s hard¬ 
line stand on power-sharing has 
contributed most to the air oE 
despondency surrounding the 
conference. The Democratic: 
Unionist leader's apparent new 
aura of moderation gave cause 
for hope at rhe beginning, but 
two thunderous speeches in the 
past month have dispelled that 
optimism. 

The main impetus for an 
early end to the talks evidently 
comes from the SDLP. the 
principal voice of Roman Catho¬ 
lic political aspirations. Its 
delegates are reluctant to see 
the talks extend beyond the 
last scheduled meeting on 

March 31. 

The party’s views have been 
exDressed privately by senior 
delegates to Mr Humphrey 
Atkins. Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland, who has been 
chairman at every session of. 
the conference. He is reporting 
personally almost every week 
to Mrs Margaret Thatcher, the 
Prime Minister, whose influ¬ 
ence is undoubtedly the driving 
force behind the quest for 
political advance. 


There still is no secret 
scheme for power devolution in 
spite of speculation to the con- 
traiy; indeed Mr Atkins’s 
advisers are far from convinced 
of the best way forward. 

Only one thing is certain: 
the .aspiration for introducing 
a Bill in rhe Cotttmous on power 
devolution before the. summer 
recess is dead.'The next target 
is. to get a Bifl in- before the 
Christmas recess, but even that 
is far from assured. 

The end or the adjournment 
of the conference, which can be 
only weeks away, will be fol¬ 
lowed quickly by. an attempt 
to involve the Official Uoiooists 
in the conference on Northern 
Ireland’s political future. 

It is tbe biggest party in the 
Province, but it refused to join 
the conference for the stated 
reason that it - believed there 
was' no prospect of success. 
Some close observers believe, 
however, that the party leader¬ 
ship stayed away because ir 
favoured full integration of 
Ulster with the United King¬ 
dom rather than 'devolved gov¬ 
ernment. 

An option being considered 
seriously by the Government is 
the production of a Green 
Paper or some other form of 
consultative document. A dis¬ 
cussion paper is regarded by 
some ministerial advisers as 
the logical next step given the 
obvious -failure of the partici¬ 
pating parties ro identify 
important areas of accord. 

The possibility of a referen¬ 
dum on Government proposals 
is receiving a lukewarm recep¬ 
tion in Government circles 
given the inherent difficulties 
Ulster cauldron.

Britain’s one million alco¬ 
holics, most, of whom are in 
respectable jobs, are in danger 
of ending up as “street dos¬ 
sers ’’ because government cuts 
are threatening to cause the 
closure of much of the coun¬ 
try’s _ largest network of re¬ 
habilitation centres for alco¬ 
holics and drug addicts it was 
claimed yesterday. 

The warning came from the 
London-based Turning Point 
(formerly Helping Hand), a 
voluntary organization whose 17 
hostels help about 400 alco¬ 
holics a year, most of them 
home-based. 

Mr Brian Arbery, chief execu- 
tu-e of Turning Poinr, said in 
London: “The idea that alco¬ 
holics are all dossers is totally 
wrong. They are Only a tiny 
fraction. Many are l n such jobs 
as chartered surveying or the 
Intelligence Corps. Most of the 
street dossers bejan with a 
secure, respectable background. 

Tbs organization’s main Lon¬ 
don drug addiction centre, the 
Hungerford Centre near Pic¬ 
cadilly Circus, whrch helped 
more rhau 250 addicts last year, 


would close by the summer un¬ 
less the £8.000 it needed was 
found. 

“ It would not be too alarmist 
to talk about a big collapse. 
All support for drug addicts is 
\oluntary and these organiza¬ 
tions are being hit hardest", 
Mr Arbery said. 

The bulk of the organizations’ 
yearly running costs of £500,000 
came from central and local 
government, but more than half 
the local authorities were fail¬ 
ing to meet their financial 
commitments to fund the. 
centres. 

“If you are an alcoholic, 
whether you receive treatment 
will depend on where you live. 
We have been a shuttlecock 
between centra] and local gov¬ 
ernment for a long while. 
Neither wants us. We go back 
and forwards and in the end it 
is the client who suffers.” 

Mr Arbery called on the 
Government to compel local 
authorities to meet their respon¬ 
sibilities or provide cash. It 
costs a local authority £40 to 
place somenne in one nf Turn¬ 
ing Point’s hostels, but a prison 


place costs £100 a week and a 
hospital bed £300 a week. 

Alcoholics and drug addicts 
not catered for would be 
forced back on the hospital and 
prison service. About one third 
of criminal offenders had drink 
problems. 

Dr Brian Hore, vice-chairman 
of Turning Point and a psychia¬ 
trist specializing in alcoholism, 
said that the money could not 
be obtained elsewhere. “ We do 
not attract donations, in the 
way that heart patients or .spas- 
tics do. The attitude persists in 
this country that these people 
are io this position til rough 
their own fault.” 

The organization said that 
alcoholism was oo the increase. 
Ir expected the problem to 
grow. particularly among 
women. There were two or 
three women with a drinking 
problem ro every five men, 
compared wirh one woman to 
five men 10 years ago. 

There were 600,000 alcoholic 1 ; 
in England and Wales which 
was 2 to 3 per cent of The adult 
population. In Scotland, 10 per 
cent nf men in some cities had 
a drinking problem. 


Higher tax urged: Doctors 
yesterday called on- the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer to im¬ 
pose much higher raxes on 
alcohol to counter an epidemic 
of drink-related disorders (the 
Press Association writes ).

Better design 6 could 
save 60% of car fuel’

1 Improvements in the design 
of cars coaid produce fuel con¬ 
sumption savings of at least 60 
per cent, according to a report 
by the Government’s Transport 
and Road Research laboratory 
which -was published yesterday. 

Such improvements would 
mean the average car returning 
50 miles to the gallon, com¬ 
pared with 30 miles per gallon 
today. The average motorist; 
with an annual mileage of 9,000, 
would save 120 gallons of fuel 
a year, equivalent to about £150 
at today’s petrol prices. 

Although the report does not 
express the views of the Gov¬ 
ernment, official concern about 
energy-saving means that it is 
bound to be studied closely. 
Since the private car consumes 
more than half of road trans¬ 
port fuel, the report says, it 
must be a prime target for con¬ 
servation measures, 
j The report claims that its 
j proposed improvements are 
j “ fairly modest * and that some 
authorities have suggested that 


even greater gains are possible. 
Even so, a 60 per cent saving 
in average consumption is far 
in excess of the 10 per cent to 
which car manufacturers have 
committed themselves by 1985. 

The biggest single contribu¬ 
tion to better fuel consumption 
would be a change from petrol 
engines to higher efficiency 
units like the light-weight 
diesel. The report gives as an 
example the diesel-engined ver¬ 
sion of the Volkswagen Golf car 
which gives up to 70 per cent 
better economy than the petrol 
model. 

Tbe report says that drivers, 
too, can help fuel economy. 
Good driving habits like moder¬ 
ate acceleration, anticipation of 
braking and travelling at 
modest speeds can bring fuel 
savings of between 10 per cent 
and 15 per cent. 

Better traffic management in 
congested urban areas can in¬ 
crease average speed and re¬ 
duce fuel consumption by re¬ 
placing stop-start travel bv a 
smoother flow.

School transport clause not to be 
reinserted in Education Bill: 
cuts will have to be made elsewhere 


House of Commons 


In view or me decision In the 
House of Lords last week, the 
Government had decided not to 
reintroduce die school transport 
clauses Into the Education (No 2) 
Bill, Ur Mark Carlisle, Secretary 
of State for Education and 
Science, said in a statement 
He added that In view of that 
decision, and the Government’s 
acceptance of that decision, the 
option to charge for school trans¬ 
port was no longer open to local 
education authorities. Bnt that in 
no way removed the obligation 
on local authorities to achieve the 
needed reductions In expenditure 
In some other my. 

Mr Carlisle (Runcorn C) said 
As die House will know, decisions 
were taken last week In the House 
of Lords to delete Clauses 23 and 
25 of the Education (No 2) Bill 
(cheers). These clauses sought to 
empower local education authori¬ 
ties in England and Wales and 
education authorities in Scotland 
to charge for providing school 
transport. 

The Government has now bad 
an opportunity to consider fibe 
situation and has decided it would 
not be right to seek to reintro¬ 
duce die clauses {Labour cheers). 
Such consequential changes to the 
Bill as are necessary to give 
effect to this decision will be 
tabled as amendments for con¬ 
sideration at report stage In the 
House of Lords. 

As the House win also know, 
the Government decided last year 
that it was necessary for local 
authorities to reduce public ex¬ 
penditure and the rale support 
grant settlements for 1980-81 were 
made accordingly. 

It was the request of the Asso¬ 
ciation of County Councils that, 
in making these reductions, local 
education authorities in England 
and Wales should be free, if they 
wished; to introduce charges for 
providing school transport. 

In view of the decision in the 
House of Lords last week, and 
the Government’s acceptance of 
that decision, the option to 
charge is no longer open to local 
authorities. But this in no way 
removes the obligation on local 
authorities ro achieve the needed 
redactions in expenditure in some 
other way (Conservative cheers). 
Mr Neil Kianock, chief Opposition 
spokesman on education (Bed- 
wellxy. Lab)—In bringing tiris 
statement to the House, the 
Government shows al Ithe strategic 
capacity of the Grand Old Duke of 
York and tbe judicial sensitivity of 
Pontius Pilate. 

As a consequence of what be is 
doing there will be an increase of 
a further 6 per cent in the cuts 
that be is already promoting in 
education. There will possibly, 
especially in those 20 education 
authorities that sort of jumped tbe 
gun, be cuts in classroom provi¬ 
sion, sacking of teachers, reduction 
in capitation allowances, and 
reduction in book allowances as a 
result of bringing forward In the 
Bill a totally misconceived pro¬ 
vision enabling local education 
authorities to charge for school 
transport. 

As Lady Young, Minister of 
State for Education, threatened in 
the House of Lords, the people 
most likely to be affected as a 
result of the Government's deri¬ 
sion will be handicapped children, 
children In need of nursery edu¬ 
cation, and tbose taking adult 
education. 

Because the Government has 
now undertaken to endorse the 
will of tbe Lords, Mr Carlisle must 
also shoulder the obligation far 
making additional funds available. 
There must be a supplementary 
rate support great so there will 
not be further harm to the struc¬ 
ture and fabric of education 
because of the misbegotten ideas 
he put forward in the Education 
(No 2) BilL 

Mr Carlisle—There is no Increase 
in the cuts as a result of the 
decision I have made. The decision 
to renuce expenditure had been 
made and was confirmed in tbe 
race support grant. 

I do not understand what he 
means about those 20 authorities 
who jumped tiie gun. Presumably 
he is referring to those authorities 
who were proposing to charge had 
they had (he freedom to do. Yes, 
they will have to make those sav¬ 
ings by other means. 

Tbe point Lady Young was try¬ 
ing to make was that if authorities 
were not able to make these reduc¬ 
tions in expenditure by making 
modest charges for transport they 
would have to come out of some 
other part of the educational bud¬ 
get which may be disadvantageous 
to the people concerned. 


Mr David Steel, Leader of the 
Liberal Party (Roxburgh, Selkirk 
and Peebles)— Win he clarify the 
remark made by Lady Young who 
seemed to imply that the cots 
would have ro be found within roe 
education budget? That was nut 
wfiat Mr Carlisle said in his state¬ 
ment. 

There is something wrong wtm 
the whole direction of Conservative 
policy when twice within weeks the 
Government has had to retreat on 
rural natters, first on rural post 
offices and secondly over school 
transport. 

Mr Carlisle—I made it clear these 
savings would have to be found 
by local authorities in some ocoer 
area. That is consistent with our 
overall approach that it Is a matter 
for local authorities to decide how 
they make their own reductions. 

Mr George Thornton (Liverpool. 
Garston, C)—Tbe inclurion of the 
clause and its consequential dis¬ 
cretion was at the expressed wish 
of the local education apriorities. 
The removal of this discretion 
means that inevitably the savings 
which are to be expected from 
local authorities may have an effect 
on classroom provision. 

Mr Carlisle—It was at the expres¬ 
sed wish of the Association of 
County Councils who are them¬ 
selves local education authorities. 
Part of our desire of having this 
clause in the Bill was to ensure 
reductions could be made in this 
way rather than in other ways. 

Mr Ernest Armstrong (Durham, 
North-West. Lab)—Any further 
cuts In tbe rest of the educational 
budget will have a serious effect 
on tbe education of our children. 
Increased expenditure on educa¬ 
tion Is necessary just as mnch as 
on law or order and defence if 
we are thinking about the future 
of our country. 

Mr Carlisle—I hare announced no 
additional cuts in educational 
expenditure today at all. Al] I 
have said is that one option of 
Cnding part of the necessary 
reduction has been closed by rie 
derision, apparently supported by 
the Opposition. 

We would all like to find many 
areas of expenditure in which 
more money could be spent, but 
the Government is determined to 
make sure this country begins 
to live within its means. 

Sir Derek Walker-Smith (East 
Hertfordshire. C)—Since he 
explained that the primary reason 
for the imposition of transport 
charges was to save cuts in rie 
more sensitive and important 
parts of tbe educational system, 
wbat guidance does he propose to 
give to the local education 
authorities who were prepared to 
Impose transport costs to assist 
them In the solution of the 
invidious problems Imposed upon 
them ? 

Mr . Carlisle—The decisions are 
Invidious for those authorities 
Intending to make modest charges. 
On guidance, this was set out 
In our White Paper earlier this 
yc3r. la the short term the local 
education authorities looking for 
savings will have to make their 
decisions as where best to make 
them instead.

Mr James Marshall (Leicester, 
South. Lab)— His decision is dis¬ 
graceful and disastrous. If local 
education authorities have to make 
reductions in their educational 
budgets, it will mean fewer and!* 
laries and fewer teachers in 
schools, as well as increased class 
sires. 


Mr Carlisle—He is talking non- 
sense. We are looking tn all for a 
saving of 3.5 per cent in expendi¬ 
ture by authorities at a time when 
pupils have dropped by 5 per cent.

If be is asking if I 
realize that some of the effect of 
accepting that decision may mean 
that reductions will bave to be 
made elsewhere in more sensitive 
areas of the education budget, rie 
answer is ** Yes " and is what I 
repeatedly told tbe House.

Mr Carlisle—I accept it is unfor¬ 
tunate and a pity that those 
authorities who spent a consider¬ 
able amount of time preparing to 
introduce charges from April on¬ 
wards bave bad their time wasted.

Mr Hugh Fraser (Stafford and 
Stone, C)—Mr Carlisle should he 
a little more magnanimous in 
defeat.

Mr Carlisle—I find it difficult to 
know how much more magnani¬ 
mous in defeat one can be than 
announce within three days that 
one accepts the result of that 
defear.

Speaker to 
check on story 
about clerk 


The Speaker (Mr George Thomas) 
agreed to look into allegations 
made in press reports that, a clerk 
to a select committee of the House 
had been transferred and demoted 
because of pressure from officials 
ar the Ministry of Defence. 

Mr David Winnick (Walsall, 
North. Lab)—If the report is 
accurate tills is surely a matter of 
considerable importance to tbis 
House.

No immediate EEC cash for Channel tunn

However enthusiastic people might 
be about the prospects of a Chan¬ 
nel tunnel, it would be optimistic 
to suppose that expenditure on 
construction could begin to flow in 
any significant amount withiu 
three years, Mr Kenneth Clarke, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Transport, said late on Monday 
night. Construction could take 
seven years. 

In an adjournment debate on the 
possibility of u Channel tunnel. Air 
Clarke (Rushcliffe, C) said a Gov¬ 
ernment statement on this would 
be made tomorrow (Wednesday). 
There were a number of miscon¬ 
ceptions about any such project. 
Contrary to many reports, there 
was no Immediately available pool 
of European money waiting to be 
pumped into a project. Nor, in the 
immediate furore, was there any 
possibility of a flaw of EEC funds 


helping to meet Britain’s budget¬ 
ary problems within the Com¬ 
munity. 

To the Government, there was a 
clear-cut distinction between the 
immediate short-term problem of 
the European budget and Britain's 
contribution to it on the one hand, 
and the longer-term one of infras¬ 
tructure aid from the EEC on the 
other. 

The Government was interested 
in tbe possibility of transport pro¬ 
jects being financed by die EEC 
and was looking for spending in 
the United Kingdom in the near 
future to redress the present imba¬ 
lance in its budgetary contribu¬ 
tion. 

However, they must be realistic 
about the timing of any tunnel an 
the scale of EEC assistance likely 
to flow into any such link. With 


the best will in the world, any link 
would require a great deal of prep¬ 
aration. 

Britain with its budgetary prob¬ 
lems, had to look even wider than 
a single project, even one of tbe 
scale of a tunnel.

BBC refused, to change ‘Gone for a soldier’ 


In the light of the recent BBC 
television programme Cone for a 
Soldier It is possible that the 
Ministry of Defence may bo more 
selective in helping the media in 
future.

However, in the light nf ihe 
programme it is pussible that 
assistance to the press may be 
granted more selectively in future.

Mrs Thatcher accused of 


attack on women’s rights 


. The election of Britain’s first 
woman Prime Minister Jiad 
been accompanied by a sus¬ 
tained attack on women’s rights, 
a union leader said yesterday. 

- Mr David Basnetr, general 
secretary of the General and 
Municipal Workers’ Union, said 
chat was one of the biggest 
ironies in Britain’s political 
history. 

He raid his union’s Scottish 
regional council in Glasgow: 
“ It is not just the rights of 
women at work but women as 
citizens, entitled to a decent 
education for ' themselves and 
their children and the provision 
of chose social services which 
make the difference between a 
caring and a heartless society 

Mr Basnett, who is also chair¬ 
man of the TUC economics com¬ 
mittee, added: “ We have the 
Equal Pay Act and the Sex Dis¬ 
crimination Act, but we should 
be fooling ourselves to pretend 
that because they are on the 
statute book the job is done. 

“Certainly, they have out¬ 
lawed some of the more hlatunt 
acts of discrimination, but en¬ 
forcement is weak and women 
arc still disadvantaged. 

“All this helps to prove that 


the law, by itself, is not nearly 
enough. Indeed, if we were to 
observe tbe spirit of the law, 
the Government itself should be 
indicted for major acts of dis¬ 
crimination against women.” 

He said those were: with¬ 
drawing money from nursery 
education, so preventing many 
women working at all; cutting 
sncial ( services to the elderly 
and disabled, which often meant 
that women had to sacrifice 
themselves to'look atfer them; 
making it lawful again for many 
.employers to dismiss women for 
becoming pregnant, which en¬ 
couraged unacceptable restric¬ 
tions on recently won abortion 
rights, 

Mr Basnett added, however: 
“ Nevertheless, we must acknow¬ 
ledge that the trade union move¬ 
ment has not always done its 
duty by women workers ”. 

His union, for example, had 
been trying to do something 
about the difficulty with a de¬ 
partment at its head office being 
solely concerned with equal 
rights.

The guillotine has still a lot 
of life in it, a Paris afternoon 
newspaper remarked grimly, 
after the statemenr by M Alain 
Peyrefitre, the" Minister of 
Justice, to a meeting of judges 
at the Versailles Court of 
Appeal yesterday. 

The minister declared that 
after the recent series of grue¬ 
some. murders, which had 
provoked widespread public 
indignation, it was too early to 
introduce a Bill in parliament 
fbr the partial abolition' of tfae 
death penalty. The bill was 
ready, but the time was uot 
ripe. ■ 

The Government promised 
Jasr year that the Bill ivould be 
discussed-by. parliament in the 
spring session. But a Ministry 
of Justice spokesman said today 
that "the- general debate in 
the National Assembly and the 
Senate has shown that the 
people’s elected representatives 
are deeply divided on the issue, 
while many opinion polls 
showed .that the vast majority 
of the French people remains 
opposed to abolition.” 

He denied, however, that dis¬ 
cussion of the Bill would be 
postponed until 1981—after die 
presidential elections io June, 
it was generally assumed, for 
obvious political reasons. 

M. .Peyrefitts repeated the 
argument he • has frequently 
used that;so grave a question 
could only be discussed by par¬ 
liament when passions had sub¬ 
sided and public confidence had 
been restored. But the aboiir 
tionists. contend, with- some 
justification, that this amounts 
to postponing it indefinitely, 
since both conditions axe never 
likely, to be, met. fully; and that 
it is for. nbe Government arid 


parliament to lead public 
opinion in this matter, not the 
other way round. 

The proposed Bill, in any 
case, makes substantial con¬ 
cessions to public opinion. In 
the first place, it does not 
abolish capital punishment out¬ 
right, but maintains it for par- >.

French Foreign Ministry 
officials are coming reluct¬ 
antly to the belief that the 
Soviet Union has no intention 
o ^withdrawing from Afghanis¬ 
tan until it has crushed all 
rebellion in tfae country. 

France is the only Western 
country to have maintained a 
close dialogue with the Soviet 
Union since the Afghan inter¬ 
vention. 

Ever since the invasion, 
Paris has sought to keep open 
its lines of communication with 
Moscow in the belief that a 
continued policy of detente was 
tfae best w'ay of persuading 
Soviet leaders to agree to with¬ 
draw tbeir troops. 

However, a top-level French 
mission to Moscow a fortnight 


ago has now reported that there 
seems to be no chance of a 
Soviet change of heart and that 
no withdrawal was either im¬ 
minent or likely. 

The increasing evidence of a 
major Soviet offensive against 
guerrilla forces in Afghanistan 
gives weight to the French 
missions viewpoint. 

Tfae Soviet invasion was de¬ 
scribed as “ inacceptable * by 
rhe French from the start, but 
there was a real belief that a 
continued dialogue would pro¬ 
duce results and that the 
Kremlin would be constrained 
to make at least some gesture 
to make the tension out of the 
situation. 

However, there is little chance 
that France will alter its belief 
io detente. There are no plans, 
for example, to cancel the in¬ 


vitation to Mr Andrei Gromyko, 
the Soviet Foreign Minister, to 
visit Paris later this year. 

But it is tboughr likely that 
Mr Gromyko hhnself may ‘decide 
to stay away, at least for the 
time being, knowing that there 
can be no fruitful discussions 
with ihe French while the 
Afghan situation remains as it 
is. 

The French believe that there 
is absolutely no interest at all 
-in Moscow for the British idea 
of the “ neutralization ” of 
Afghanistan and that rro other 
face-saving way of withdrawing 
its troops is likely to be con¬ 
sidered by Russia. France be¬ 
lieves the best way of influenc¬ 
ing a Soviet withdrawal is to 
encourage non-aligned countries 
to bring pressure on Moscow.

Late in 1970, the then Labour 
Government called a halt to land 
seizure in the annexed 
territory. The Jerusalem 
municipality subsequently de¬ 
clined to seize even the’small 
plots of land' needed to build 
up au infrastructure for the new 
neighbourhoods. This was seen 
as an effort to reduce friction 
between Jews and Arabs and 
instead attempts were made to 
try to acquire the land by nego¬ 
tiation. 

Last week’s unexpected 
decision to seize more than 
1.000 acres was therefore the 
first significant land seizure in 
annexed territorv for 10 years. 
It followed the United Nations 
Security Council’s unanimous 
resolution calling for the dis¬ 
mantling of all Jewish settle¬ 
ments, including the new 
suburbs.

agree on 
Panmunjom 
for talks 

From Jacqueline Reditt 
Seoul, March IS 
South and North Korea 
agreed today that the first 
talks at government level 
between the two countries 
would be tfeld at the border 
village of Panmunjom. 

Delegates from the two sides, 
who met in Panmunjom for 
more than three hours at a 
fourth round of working tabes, 
agrede that the first of the pro¬ 
posed inter-governmental meet¬ 
ings would be held either at 
Freedom House or at Pan- 
munkak, the South and Norm 
Korean buildings that face one 
another across die border at 
Panmunjom, in the demili¬ 
tarized zone. 

The venue for ensuing talks 
would be decided upon by Mr 
Shin Hyon Hwack, the South 
Korean Prime Minister, and his 
northern counterpart, Mr Li 
Jong Ok, when they met. 

Mr Lee Dong Bolt, the spokes¬ 
man for the South, Korean 
delegation, said delegates bad 
arronged to meet again on Apnl 
1 when they hoped to_ fixe a 
date for rh'e prime ministers 
talks. He said the delegates had 
agred on a number 91 minor 
procedural points, including 
the decision that both prime 
ministers should -exchange let¬ 
ters in advance, guaranteeing 
the sofery of those involved in 
the meetings. 

The North Koreans, who in 
the last meeting, agreed “ in 
principle” to the South's pro¬ 
posal to draw up an agenda 
before the meeting between the 
two prime ministers, said, today 
the premiers should seek a 
peaceful unification of the 
fatherland. The South Korean 
delegation said this was me 
long term aim of the talks but 
was not specific enough to con¬ 
stitute an agenda. 

The South presented a three- 
item draft agenda that gave 
priority to establishing, mutual 
trust and understanding be¬ 
tween the two Koreas ana to 
easing the suffering of families 
who have been separated for up 
to 30 vears because of the divi¬ 
sion of the country.

Indonesia hope to make 
a unique dean sweep

Indonesian players are hoping to 
snake badminton history by. win¬ 
ning all fire titles when tbe five- 
day AU-England championships, 
sponsored by John Player, ■ start 
at Wembley today. No country has 
ever completed a clean sweep at 
the event, although Indonesia came 
close last year when only the 
women's singles eluded them.

The 
women’s champion receives £750. 
During the tournament there will 
be some intense lobbying or Inter¬ 
national Badminton Federation 
delegates by England, Denmark 
and. India who are all seeking to 
host the 1983 World Champion¬ 
ships. 

Liem Suie King, of Indi-nesla. 
the men’s winner for the past two 
rears, is seeded to pijv Morten 
Frost Hansen, of Denmark, in the 
final. If ail-round power and skill 
are taken for granted, it is a match 
that could be billed as speed versus 
subfletiy. There is no reason' to 
doubt that Swie King will be -in 
peak form, although, in the Indo¬ 
nesian habit, he has not been 
seen at many tournaments since 
last winning at Wemblev.

Call to break 
off relations 
with France

The England Rugby League 
international committee will debate 
next Wednesday a proposition that 
Internationa] games with France 
should be abandoned at all levels 
because of violence on and off the 
field.

All-white team

Salisbury, March 18.—Southern 
Rhodesia’s all-white rugby team 
are expecting to. go ahead with 
their match against the British 
Lions In June, despite the rise to 
power of Robert Mugabe's black 
majority government.

Chappell stirs memories 
of the year of Grace 


By Marcus Williams 

One of cricket's oldest records 
was equalled last week, almost 
unnoticed. When aH 11 Australians 
bowled in Pakistan's innings in the 
drawn second Test match in 
Faisaiabad, it was the first time 
this had happened in Test cricket 
since the third Test between Eng¬ 
land and Australia at the Oval in 
1884. 

Declarations were not allowed 
until 1889, and Australia’s man- 
moth first innings of 551, spread 
over 311 four-ball overs, vros 
grinding remorselessly on. Eng¬ 
land’s captain. Lord Harris, 
derided it was time to call np his 
secret weaoon, the wicketkeeper, 
the Hon Alfred Lyttelton, who 
banded over his pads to W. G. 
Grace and proceeded to take four 
wickets for IS In 12 overs— 
bowling tabs; the good doctor 
held one catch. Wien England 
eventually batted, they replied 
with 346 and, following on, were 
85 for two to leave tfoe three-day 
match drawn. 

In Pakistan last week the first 
of the five days had been washed 
out and Greg Chappell's decision 
to let the Australian innings of 617 
run its full course over nearly 
three days—was he playing to pre- 
1889 laws ?—made the result a 
foregone conclusion on a dead 
wicket. With Pakistan left no op¬ 
tion bat to bat out time, Chappell 
himself kept wicket during the 
last day while Marsh bowled 10 
overs for 51 runs; tmhke his dis¬ 
tinguished predecessor, be met 
with no success. 


Pakistan's invariably lifeless 
pitches seem to encourage this un¬ 
usual cricketing feat and of the 
nearly 30 instances recorded In 
first-class matches two were at 
Karachi in the 1960s. Also at 
Karachi, in 1978. Pakistan’s cap¬ 
tain and wicketkeeper, Wasim 
Bari, used 10 bowlers including 
himself in England’s second inn¬ 
ings of the third Test but sur¬ 
prisingly did not pur on Wasim 
Raja, a regular leg spin bowler, 
who had 13 overs in the first inn¬ 
ings. 

Similarly, in the final match of 
the abortive series between India 
and England in 1964, when all five 
matches ended as draws, England 
employed 10 bowlers in India’s 
second innings, including the 
wicketkeeper, Parks; but the cap¬ 
tain, M. J. K. Smith, did not bring 
himself on. Though not a recog¬ 
nized bowler. Smith had bowled 
13 overs in the previous Test. 

A footnote: the happenings hi a 
12-a side match in Cambridge in 
1880, when all 72 team members 
bowled, are unlikely to be re¬ 
peated.

Over the post two seasons Vin¬ 
cent O’Brien has repeatedly bad 
his carefully laid plans thrown 
Into disarray by bouts of virus 
infection. Yesterday, however, be 
reported that everything has gone 
well in 1980 and through the 
winter his team have not missed 
r single day’s exercise. 

At the end of last term his un¬ 
beaten Lyphard colt, Monteverdi, 
shared top spot with the French 
colt Dragon in the International 
classification which cook in the 
top two-year olds in England, 

Ireland and France. Monteverdi

Over the -winter he has grown 
appreciably, but he still measures 
oulv 15 bands 2| inches high and 
both in confirmation and on pedi¬ 
gree be -looks an Ideal Epsom 
Derby tjpei. He would, however, 
need to improve Ms steering to 
act around Epsom. 

He. looks like being Vincent 
O’Brien's first runner of the new 


season when he Tub a choice of 
home targets between the Mc- 
Cairns Trial Stakes at the Phoenix 
Park on April 5 or the Gladness 
Stakes at the Curragh a week 
later. The present thinking of 
O’Brien is that given good ground 
it would be wise to snap up the 
earlier engagement. After that he 
goes to Newmarket for the 2,000 
Guineas. 

The Irish two-year-tdd scene in 
1979 .was once again dominated 
by the O’Brien stable who came 
up with five out of the top six 
in the local classification. Ranked 
clear second beat, 41b behind Mon¬ 
teverdi, was Thousandfold. He 
showed a lot of speed when win¬ 
ning at Doncaster in the Rlbero 
Stakes over six furlongs and sub¬ 
sequently was even more Impres¬ 
sive wben winning the furlong 
shorter Waterford Testimonial 
Stakes' at the Curragh in mid- 
October. 

Through the winter las trainer 
has spent a lot of tune trying to 
teach Thousandfold to settle down 
and conserve his energy, but 
seemingly to no avail. On the 
gallops Thousandfold is stflJ very 
keen to go and it has now been 
accepted that sprinting will be Ms 
game. His reappearance will be 
delayed until the end of April 
and his prime objective will be 
the King’s Stand stakes at Royal 
Ascot. 

An unusual colt of more than 
average ability to Del Sarto, a 
half brother to a Kentucky Derby 
whiner, bat a colt who has only 
one eye. For that reason fie will 
always be more effective when 
raring on a left-hand course and 
on his last appearance at Leopazds- 
town the judge ruled that he won 
by 12 lengths. O'Brien is quite 
sore that Del Sarto- will stay one 


and a half miles and another in 
the same category is Triomphe.

The natural tendency of the police is -j 
to stand upon the good reputation they j| 
have so far had with the public and to jl 
round on their critics. But the dangers ;| 
of alienation from the public were fore- >! 
■seen both by officers in tbe police and j 
by authorities outside. The fact is that, !r 
pjtonwgh police in some parts of the V. 
country have tried to adjust, in other !* 
parts a wrong direction has been taken, ! 
and unless urgent reforms are under- j 
taken, they will find it increasingly 
difficult to do their job. 

Their great mistake has been to react I 
without due sensitivity to the need, i 
first apparent in the 1960s, to become ! 
more efficient. The tendency of policy ; 
decisions to that end though necessary 
in themselves, has helped to put them I 
at a distance from the public. i- 

Larger police forces covering wider !! 
areas more economically is one reason. > 
Over-centralizntion, with too heavy a ; 
reliance on specialist squads like the 
Special Patrol Group, is another: they 
fust cannot hope to rival the sort of [ 
knowledge that can be built up by 
officers working full-time in the locality. ! 
It was thought that improved com- •' 
rminications, in the shape - of pocket 1 
radios and the greater use of police 1 
cars, could enable more efficent use of 1 
officers in response to trouble. Bur the 1 
sort of self-reliance that old-style police- ) 
men needed (because they simply could 
not seek advice or call up reinforce- j 
tnenta quickly) has been weakened: i 
much of that old-time skill was 'in 
handling difficult people and calming j ; 
potential trouble, so as to preserve the \ 
peace. There are occasions when a too |' 
swift reaction by too many policemen jl 
called up via the radio can create the : 
very disturbance they are anxious to ' 
prevent. I 

The development of techniques which j 
enabled police to target effort on more i. 
serious criminals has depended to some J 
extent upon increased surveillance and . 
data storage. There is a danger here, ; 
too, that the police national computer . 
could become a substitute for local j. 
knowledge, although the best officers 1 
use one to supplement the other. 


Paralleling tie development of toese 
techniques has been .the seed for "the 
Special Branch to txy to anticipate 
terrorist outrages, though' the wash .to. 
anticipate communal or civil' difctui>- 
bance is bound to. lead, to friction. Any 
failure to distinguish between valid 
dissent and suhversioa cao be a just 
cause Got criticism: the' current concern 
over telephone tapping is not just left- 
wing inspired but tbe symptom of a 
wider loss of-confidence. 

There is too .-Kttle accountability. 
Rightly, police authorities, the civilian 
bodies supposed to keep an eye on the 
police, are not supposed to interfere 
with police operations. Nor is the Home 
Secretary, the police- authority for the 
Metropolitan force. Yet if poihc.e opera¬ 
tions do cause concern there ought'to • 
be ways of bringing tiaem into line, if 
criticism is valid..

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The human face of social security 


Will the Budget contain new measures 
to withdraw welfare benefits or, what 
is equally effective at present inflation 
rates, will Sir Geoffrey Howe prevent 
■some of them from maintaining their 
purchasing power? The current 
budgetary debate, coming so soon after 
Mr Reg Prentice’s increase of 1,050 in 
officers to chase social security abuses, 
underlines a real and alarming change 
in parliamentary attitudes. The welfare 
r.tate basis of ‘ benefits is losing its 
bipartisan consensus. 

This is sad because the one thread 
that links Sir Keith Joseph's free 
market Elysium, with firms booming 
and busting at a profligate rate in 
response to the state of the market, 
with Mr Anthony Wedgwood Bean’s 
vision of a technological future In 
which everyone must change jobs a 
dozen times to keep progress with toe 
steely advance of science, is just this. 
Both futures need to be lubricated with 
a _ generous financial infrastructure, 
widely supported by the politicians and 
public, which can insure individuals 
and society against the" costs of tran¬ 
sition. 

It would ~ be refreshing now, as 
unemployment trends upward from 
1,500.000, to hear monetarist hawks like 
Sir Keith recognize that a decent level 
of benefits is infi'insic io their strategy 
for getting the economy right. There 
would be special advantage in this 
because, in his earlier incarnation as 
Social Services Secretary to Mr Heath, 
he did his bit to shoulder responsibility 
for _ the low paid working poor by 
Hevising Family Income Supplement. 
The fact that FIS is now a rather small 
scheme, helping only some 85,000 
families of whom about 40 per cent 
have one parenr with toe majority of 
the rest being farm labourers, does‘. not I 
detract from his wisdom in accepting 
that obligation. i 


Battle in 


Since February, the committee floor of 
the House oF Copunons on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays has been' like Euston 
^cation at rush hour, for ir- is on this 
floor that the Tory Government is forc¬ 
ing through its legislation on an un¬ 
precedented scale. 

Botli the trade union movement and 
toe welfare state are under central 
attack. In fact in a series of committee 
rooms, the Tory proposals for dis¬ 
mantling the welfare srete ac we have 
known ir are taking place. The amount 
of legislation is staggering and it is 
many yeers since so many Bills were 
.tcing through the House simul¬ 
taneously. Legislation being pushed, 
incidentally, by a Tory Government 
who when in opposition talked about 
me much government and too much 
legislation. 

I have just finished sitting on toe 
committee for the Social Security Bill 
which frz? taken 104 hours to complete. 
This included two all night sittings and 
e guillotine motion. Though major 
change? were being made affecting mil’ 
lions of people, there has been little 
media interest. In fact.- The Times has 
been the only paper which has cov¬ 
ered tois.BH! at.all during its commit¬ 
tee stage. 

The Bill dnasticallv alters toe method 
of calculating pensions in the future, 
eboKshes, toe Supplementary Benefits 
Commission and fundamcntallv alters 


j It was perhaps inevitable that bene- 
■ fits would not emerge totally 
; unscathed from the Government’s 
; assault on public expenditure. There is 
! also a case for arguing that attempts 
to police the system against 
I " scroungers ’-—however much more 
revenue-effective it might be to appoint 
1,050 more tax inspectors—could 
strengthen the public acceptability of 
j supplementary benefits. But what is 
more surprising is that toe combination 
j of tax cuts, increased charges and 
reduced public services is largely 
hitting two sets of people whom Con¬ 
servative phiiosopny holds dear: 
families, and those low-paid earners 
whose work incentives should be kept 
as sparkling bright as a houseproud 
doorstep. 

Just as bringing more low earners 
into toe tax net helped to fuel working- 
class resentment at high taxation and 
i to® power of the state, so a policy that 
hits the real family budget in the 
bottom 25 per_ cent of incomes may 
seem far more immediate now than toe 
small forgotten bonus of last year’s tax 
cuts. And,, as Dr David Donnison, out¬ 
going chairman of the Supplementary 
Benefits Commission which is being 
merged with the National Insurance 
Advisory Committee points out, there 
are at Jeasr six measures which together i 
can cost these families dear. ! 

They are the ending of the old elec¬ 
tricity discount scheme which helped ! 
about 4,500.000 people (its successor 1 
is now helping only 350,000); the ] 
general increase in council rates and j 
rents which is on a steeper upward . 
graph than low pay; the prospect of j 
much higher school meals and trans- , 
port costs which means that, for a ' 
family with four children just over the ' 
eligibility limits for FIS, almost half ' 
toe father’s net income could go in | 
those alone; the withdrawal of educa- ' 


the basis of much of die social security 
system. This will mean toe introduction 
of new regulations affecting millions of 
claimants, and these regulations we have 
not yet seen. 

There have been major debates cover¬ 
ing pensioners, child benefit, maternity 
grants, toe death grant, one-parent 
families and much else. 

Each committee develops a character 
and ■ life of its own. Often, in what is 
thought to be mundane weary work, 
parliamentary reputations are made or 
lost, certainly among colleagues. 
Members who very rarely catch toe eye 
on the floor , of toe House become 
brilliant tacticians and debaters within 
‘committee. It is worth remembering 
toat Mr Edward Heath during the 
passage of the Finance Bill in com¬ 
mittee. probably made his reputation 
with Conservative backbenchers which 
was decisive in carrying him into the 
leadership over Mr Reginald Maud'mg. 

Turning again to the Social Security 
Bill, when the nine Labour members 
had toeir first meeting, we decided our 
strategy which was to dictate toe 
course cf events from our point of view. 
We saw little chance of Government 
concessions, certainly not with Mr Reg 
Prentice leading for them. We therefore 
decided to fighc the Bill, give no 
quarter, not deliberately fillibuster, but 
to discuss it in some detail. We had a 
first class team with wide and varied 
experience and we decided to share the 
work. TUfere were no stars but nine 
people grafting on behalf of toe 
Labour Party. 

Secondly, we took an unprecedented 
step- at our weekly briefing meetings to 
invite tbe interested pressure groups, 
who were bombarding us with informa¬ 
tion, to attend our meetings, help 
with drafting of amendments, preparing 
briefs, white the Labour members took 


I tional maintenance allowances in some 
authorities like Cheshire, which will 
I result in earlier school leaving.; toe 
ending by others of toe necessitous 
clothing allowance which ensured that 
children were adequately clothed; and 
toe halt to section one payments under 
I toe Children and Young Persons Act, 
whose • purpose was to prevent the 
1 break-up of families for economic 
reasons, and toe taking of children into 
i care. 

i Supplementary benefit, helping some 
■ 9 per cent in our society, is used by toe 
poorest of *11. Any cutback here by 
the Chancellor of toe Exchequer would 
be hard to defend morally unless it 
was part of a package in which toe 
[ whole notion was being asked to tighten 
its belt, with fuller beHdes tightening 
farthest. But what the Treasury and 
the various social policy departments 
must also appreciate is toot a strategy 
of preserving SB while bashing every 
other benefit in sight can actually 
reduce the incentive to work. The 
hurdle of extra income that a family 
needs to make up for benefits foregone 
is getting higher, and SB a tighter 
ghetto area. 

W-here-the economic strategy bos got 
divorced from the Government’s mani¬ 
festo commitments—and there is an 
increasing incentive for low earning 
husbands with brittle marriages to walk 
out on toeir wives and children—is that 
it is proring impossible to cut benefits 
in order to restore incentives without 
hurting families with children. Mr 
Frank Field. MP. is fond of pointing 
out that last year’s tax cuts of £4.500m 
pur only £8m more in the way of chil¬ 
dren. But the current campaign for 
an extra £1 on child benefit this year, 
being waged by toe Child Poverty 
Action Group he used to lead, rests on 
toe fact that this is toe one universal 
benefit that works, and that every study 


the policy decisions and the responsi¬ 
bility for toe case which was put for- 
' ward- 

This worked better than we could 
possibly have imagined. To have the 
support of back-up organizations such 
as Child Poverty Action Group, Char 
(Campaign for Single Homeless People), 
One Parent Families, and also Dis¬ 
ablement Groups, plus specialists such 
as Mr Tony Lynes, who has a vast 
experience in this field, was invaluable. 

Obviously, there were some policy 
differences between us and these 
groups, and there still are. But we 
were not there to exploit these differ¬ 
ences but id see. that toe widest debate 
took place. For instance, toe debate on 
toe single homeless which lasted several 
hours, I believe was outstanding. Many 
of toe pressure group members atten¬ 
ded throughout the long sessions late 
into toe night and toeir dedication and 
the belief in toeir causes were well 
demonstrated. 

Clause 1 of toe Bill, on which we 

spent several sessions, dealt with the 
pensioners and the proposal of the 
Government to change toe method of 
calculating the up-rating from earn¬ 
ings or prices, whichever was higher, 
to. prices only. In toe coming years this 
will mean a direct reduction in toe 
standard of Bring for pensioners be¬ 
cause when earnings are higher, they 
will not be able to share in any in¬ 
creased prosperity in our society. 

I rather regret that pensioners’ 
organizations did not play quite the 
same role as toe other voluntary 
groups during the passage of this Bill, 
.for what we were discussing was the 
future of 8,500,000 pensioners within 
our soriety.

Looming over the whole scene, of 
course, is the remorseless rise in 
unemployment and in the numbers who 
have been out of work for over a year.

national tragedy that is developing. 

Tbe Government’s attempt to simplify 
toe jungle of benefits, and to make 
toeir rights clearer to beneficiaries, is 
wholly laudable. One of toe biggest 
abuses, still, is. tbe failure to take up 
allowances which Parliament has 
authorized: this was ■worth £34Om in 
unclaimed. SB alone in 1977, and the 
DHSS is still calculating what this 
amounts to now. 

But what is badly needed is a 
renewed awareness toot the 'basic struc¬ 
ture of .benefits is not an albatross 
round the productive capacity of this 
country. It is, with economic change, 
as much an essential and humane 
ingredient ns the state old age pension. 
Somewhere between the endless com¬ 
plications of toe systems, and toe sim¬ 
plistic and diversionary attacks on 
“ scroungers ”, toe mam point is getting 
buried.

midnight, twice a week, tests both the 
knowledge, intellectual capacity and 
rot least, the physical stamina oF toe 
people involved.

Nostalgic recycling on the New York stage 


New York, March IS 
If Britain receives scant atten¬ 
tion _ in the New York news 
media there is no escaping the 
place on Broadway. In the 
present crop of uptown shows, 
six are London transfers, not 
counting such off-B road way 
listings as Nigel Williams's 
Class Enemy and The Winter's 
Tale with which David Jones 
has just launched his regime 
at toe Brooklyn Academy of 
Music. 

Midway between the collapse 
of Albee’s The Lady from 
Dubuque and the opening of 
Tennessee Williams's Clothes 
for a Summer Hotel (he 
theatre of the spoken word is 
chugging along—as in the 
West End—with material 
brought in from elsewhere and 
recharged wirii newsworthy 
casting: such as the billing of 
Roy Sdirider of Jaws fame in 
Pinter’s betrayal, and of Mary 
Tyler Moore in the Tom Conti 
role in Who’s Life is it 
Anyway. But for rite indi¬ 
genous Broadway product you 
are thrown back, as usual, 
either on Jong-running musi¬ 
cals or the church sermons 
that are also vigorously pro¬ 
moted among, the- blood banks 
and porno Shops of the West 
Side. 

Having missed Pastor Dale D. 
Hansen’s You’ve Made Your 
Bed, 1 can at least report on 
Ralph Allen and Harry Rigby’s 
Sugar Babies (Mark Bellinger 
Theatre), e .salute to old-time 
burlesque fired off by two 
veteran big guns, Mickey 
Rooney and Ann Miller. This is 
no ritual parade of burnr-out 
Hollywood stars of the kind we 
see in. London. Mr Rooney, al¬ 
though now bald and spherical, 
has kept his fast figbring trim, 
and spars with the company and 
the bouse as if still taking a 
swing at Freddie Bartholomew. 
As for Miss Miller, former 
partner to Fred Astaire and 
Gene Kelly and still up to 500 
taps a minute, she remains as 
voluptuously undimmed by time 
as a canned peach. 

The conjunction of these per¬ 
formers and their material puts 
two kinds of antiquity on dis¬ 
play, and I have a nasty feeling 
that one is being expected to 
admire the routines, as well as 
the scars. Ernest Flail's produc¬ 
tion invokes the atmosphere of 
an old burlesque house, and the 
evening has the roguishly ital¬ 
icized quality which Amenrans 
used to reserve for old-time 
melodrama. But the assumption 
lingers that junk plus time 
equals Cultural tradition, and it 
is never certain whether we are 
meant to be laughing with -or 
laughing at the coarsely feeble 
sketches that make up most oE 
entertainment. 

As much as anything, the 
show relies on Raoul Pene du 
Bois’s costumes to hold bore¬ 
dom at bay;. pearl-festooned 
chiffon and vast cultural head- 
gaar for the chorus babies, 
Rooney's grotesque wardrobe 
of hats and wigs in winch be 
features variously as a witness- 
groping judge and • a raddled 
debutante, and the succession 
of slit satin draperies from 
which the immortal Miller legs 
are repeatedly unveiled. 
Energy and contrast do some¬ 
thing to make up for the lack 
of a single good joke or a rune 
worth remenrfjering. 


London debuts

Wnh die price of a stalls 
seat now up to S2Z50, tbere is 
better value for money at the 
46th Street Theatre’s The Best 
Li trie Whorehouse in Texas, a 
show by no means deficient in 
legs, orgiastic numbers and 
laugh lines, and also with a 
robust story to tell. Based on 
the case of a small-town 
brothel rhat had served the 
community faithfully for 300 
years. until a television vigi¬ 
lante brought pressure to close 
it down, Larry King and Peter 
Masterson’s book is a Manhat¬ 
tan tribute, to the Easr Coast’s 
traditional adversary. 

The show is a hymu to 
rugged - individuality, local 
loyalty, and unspoilt rural 
life—enshrining all these fine 
qualities in Miss Mona’s 
Model Cat House, standing “ in 
a green Texas glade where the 
trees were as coolin’ as fresh 
lemonade ’’. and where the 
town football team are rew¬ 
arded with an unusual trip on 
Thanksgiving Day. ■ 

From first to last, the fable 
holds together as a« ironic pas¬ 
toral ki which Miss Motra ana 
her ally Sheriff Dodd are sold 
down the river by a politically 
embarrassed governor and <* 
senator caught with his trousers 


down who ascribes his.presence 
in the bordello to a Communist 
plot. 

Among otner things, this 
allows the authors to present an 
amazingly sympathetic portrait 
of a Southern redneck in tbe 
person of Henderson Forsythe’s 
farcically foul-mouthed Dodd , 
and a brothel-keeper in whom 
Carlin Glynn merges the quali¬ 
ties of a jazz queen and a cru¬ 
sading Victorian headmistress. 
The girls, from Cheryl Ebarb's 
gawky recruit to Delores Hall’s 
gospel-singing black, maid, are 
a treat. Carol Hall’s country- 
music score, pm over by a hill¬ 
billy on-stage band, lifts the tale 
into dear-eyed lyricism and sav¬ 
agely well-choreographed chorus 
work. Southern speech, from 
which the .show takes so much 
of its flavour, should not dis¬ 
qualify it from the transatlantic 
crossing; it is the natural West 
End sequel to Chicago. 

A programme note ou Mark 
Rozovaky's ■ Siridcr (Helen 
Hayes Theatre j claims it as the 
first play to be performed in 
New York- under the United. 
States-Soviet Copyright Agree¬ 
ment. It did indeed begin life 
at the Leningrad Corky Theatre, 
but in its present version. mov : 
iog uptown from the Chelsea 


Theatre Centre, it could well be 
mistaken for a homegrown piece 
of off-Broadway kitsch through 
its combination of workshop 
techniques in a low-budget set¬ 
ting projected in a haze of win¬ 
some charm. ... 

Adapted from ‘ Tolstoy, 
Stricter is a noble savage fable 
told through the life of a horse 
—horn with a magnificenr phy¬ 
sique and then gelded, brutally 
ill-used and cast aside by a 
profligate huszar and finally 
left to rot in the stud farm of 
his birth where he has a l 2 St 
encoutner with his now equally 
broken-down former master. 

The moment when these two 
old wrecks—man -and horse— 
look into each others’ eyes and 
then fail to achieve a reunion 
evokes the full presence of 
Tolstoy. Other happy inventions 
in Tobert Kalfin’s production 
are the accelerating sleigh rides 
and the staging of a horse sale 
as a balletic audition .with a 
flirtatious premier dauseur 
nuzzling up to tbe buyer. Tbe 
straight, animal pantomime is 
not so good, even in the case of 
Gerald Hi ken’s lugubrious Fie- 
baid protagonist; and, as virtu¬ 
ally the whole thing is eccom- 
panied by a gypsy band, the 
standard of choreography is not 


what one expects in this great 
dance capital. * 

Although not built for travel, 
James Lapine's Table Settings 
(Playwrights Horizons 

Theatre) offers' a form of fam¬ 
ily-life comedy that might be 
profitably applied elsewhere. It 
is a piece about Jewish stereo¬ 
types for characters and spec¬ 
tators who know all about Jew- 
is-h stereotypes, thus enabling 
the author to compress cliches 
into exhilarating shorthand. 

Instead of linear plot we get 
captioned episodes on “ A 
mother’s heart ” or Bar Miiz- 
vah” l with a breakneck Hal¬ 
lelujah chorus),, all set around 
the table for a meal that never 
gets eaten, and ranging over 
assorted adult neuroses and 
adolescent frustrations so as 
to draw ironic parallels be¬ 
tween the grandson’s refusal to 
finish his Lima beans and the 
father’s hopeless attempts to 
ward off a piece of “ lovely 
cake" from the Minsk grand¬ 
mother. Played on a diagram¬ 
matic Ionesco stage, the piece 
is also directed by the author 
who clearly knows his busi¬ 
ness.

Panorama

The - new fashion for -heart 
transplants was given tbe old- 
fashioned Panorama treatment 
on Monday. There have been 
more transplants this year in. 
Britain than ever before. Since 
they were virtually banned 
seven years ago, new techniques 
of drug treatment against rejec¬ 
tion have unproved their chan¬ 
ces of success, and this year’s 
series of operations has attrac¬ 
ted tiie headlines and the 
cameras. They belong to that 
area of technology that cap¬ 
tures the. popular imagination 


and by a certain glamour of 
achievement prompts lavish 
donations and government 
funding that might' otherwise 
succour the seedy distresses of 
varicose veins and hypothermia. 

Panorama's report did little 
to make the pulse race, or .the 
heart pound. Unlike the heart 
operations, the programme has 
never been banned for its 
failure rate or developed new 
methods employing glamorous 
technology. Instead, the actual 
report seemed as antiseptic as 
the £2,000 converted room 
where transplant patients can 
hold hands with their wives 
only through special glove* 
Perhaps the reporter. Michael 
Cockerel, wanted it' that way, 
and did not wish to engage our 
nosey-parker curiosity for the 


trivial. But why then tell us 
that Bach plays while Dr 
Yacoub operates; why give that 
tantalizing hint of why Derrick 
Morris wakes in the night to 
the pounding of his own chest; 
why the close-up of crocuses as 
Mr Marney tastes bis new life 
. .•. these were human details 
to touch the heart. But each 
time, for fear of too emotional 
an impact, Panorama stepped 
back to talk of numbers, costs, 
techniques; addressing its 
appeal to the head and the 
reason. Thus it was an 
approach divided against itself. 

None the' less, it could, be 
cheeky. Calling Dr Christiaan 
Barnard tbe Kissinger of heart 
surgery was a quip Michael 
Cockerel-felt was worth repeat¬ 
ing in tbe Radio Times. And so 


did I. The sequence in which 
the cool Dr Yacoub flew over¬ 
night by Sr John air ambulance 
ro Holland, extracted the still- 
beating heart from a brain-dead 
body, packed it away in ice, 
and flew back for a police- 
escorted drive to Harefield and 
another operation wa$ allowed 
just enough tension to make the 
spine tingle. For Dr Yacoub it 
seemed all in a day’s work. Bur 
the disappointment for him and 
his team when their patient 


died must have been enormous. 
We were not allowed to share 
it. 

There was a cursory look at 
the case for and against the 
high cost of such surgery, an 
issue which cried out for a res¬ 
ponse from at least someone in 
authority, if not the minister 
himself. Instead the subject 
was closed early and an inter¬ 
view with David Steel rather 
discourteously tagged on the 

end. 


Plunging 
in at the 
deep end 


Even if she has still to leant 
when discretion is the better 
part of valour, it was exciting 
to hear as characterful and 
spirited a young pianist as the 
American Diane Walsh, winner 
of first prizes at contests in 
Munich and San Francisco as 
well as honourably mentioned 

elsewhere. 

In a first half of Schumann 
she plunged in ar the deep end 
with the Toccata, finding its 
melodic charm no less than its 
brilliance, before savouring 
everv contrast in rhe Arabesque 
to the full. There was a win¬ 
ning ardour behind the great C 
major Fantasy, Op 17, too, as 
well as tonal strength to support 
its climaxes, if the second 
movement's taxing coda momen¬ 
tarily threw her, at least she 
was * prepared to risk the re¬ 
quested speed- Yet certain 
details of rubato throughout 
the work were capricious, not 
least in the finale, which 
needed a deeper inner calm. 
Signs of immaturity were still 
more evident in ao over-graphic 
account of Beethoven's A flat 
Sonata, OP 26, notably in the 
changes of tempo she allowed 
herself to characterize the first 
movement’s variations. But she 
showed an acute ear for colour 
in Barbara Kolb's four nen~ 
Debussvian impressions called 
Appello tlS/ffi. new to London, 
while in three Etudes Tahleaux 
by Rachmaninov she set the 
whole keyboard ablaze. 

According to her handbilf. 
Mauve Cowan Auer, a Lon¬ 
doner by birth though trained 
and now domiciled in Vienna, 
has recently set her eights on 
a soloist’s career after consider¬ 
able experience in the small 
orchestral and chamber music 
sphere. Partnered by her bus- 
band, Gunter Auer, she played 
sonatas by Schubert, Janacek 
aod Prokofiev with agreeably 
lyrical if not large tone, and 
with painstaking musicianship, 
too, though not yet with that 
little extra touch of tempera- 
menr or intensity that from 
tbe true soloist holds every 
listener on the edge of his 
chair, Janacek.’* disturbed work, 
conceived beneath gathering. 
war-clouds, did most to break 
down her reserve, while Schu¬ 
bert’s A major Duo and Pro¬ 
kofiev’s D major Sonata, in 
their very different ways, were 
most paled by under-charac¬ 
terization. Ysiiye’s unaccom¬ 
panied “Ballade” Sonata (No 
3) emerged sufficiently fluent 
to suggest that her shyness as 
an interpreter could hardly be 
attributed to technical in¬ 
security. 

As a guitar and string en¬ 
semble John Mills and the 
Quarter of London made tbeir 
debut during this newspaper’s 
suspension. Their second pro¬ 
gramme of Vivaldi and Boc¬ 
cherini, though less authenti¬ 
cally suitar-inspired than the 
first, confirmed the refreshing 
charm, of the partnership as 
sound, with the later Italian's 
E minor quintet, albeit only an 
arrangement, eliciting the rich¬ 
est tonal contrasts and subtle¬ 
ties of nuance and phrasing 
while knitting them mist 
closely into a group Of equals. 
Up against only three or four 
carefully listening stria as in 
three concertos by Vivaldi. Mr 
Mills had no need to sacrifice 
his unaffected intimacy of style, 
with particularly eloquent re¬ 
sults in slow- movements.

was more rewarding. To the 
mixed sounds oE a flute (score 
by Paul Horn) and a recording 
of.’ running water, they under¬ 
took a sequence of movement 
that began forcefully and later 
became suggestively aqueous. 

Tom Jobe's The Doll, another 
duet for the same couple, intro¬ 
duced some dramatic effects in 
-the way the.small woman was 
dragged or swung about by the 
tail man. Perhaps it was trying 
to make some comment on 
human relationships as well. 
Henk Alkeman’s score for this 
and. Charles Forsyth’s for Fall¬ 
ing Asleep were both newly 
commissioned; unexceptionable 
bur completely unmemorable. 

' 'Falling Asleep had choreo¬ 
graphy by- Corrine Bougaard: a 
voting woman wriggling rest¬ 
lessly on the floor eventually 
changes places with the female 
of her two dream figures. Less 
self-conscious atmosphere and 
. more action might have made it 
more interesting.

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Close up of the Irish National Liberation Army-^-the newest, 
richest and most ruthless force in Ireland 
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The terrorists who compete 
for the headlines 


Irish National Liberation 
Army are the newest terror 
force in Ireland. Their origins 
are smeared in blood and in¬ 
trigue because they literally 
fought for survival; foqy were 
vij-tually obliterated by assas¬ 
sins. 

INLA are enormously nch 
and in some respects profes¬ 
sional, though not nearly as 
accomplished in the guerrilla 
am as the provisional IRA. 
Thev have the death of Mr 
Airey Neave as their claim to 
infamy, a murder probably car¬ 
ried out by a single volunteer 
in London who returned to 
Ireland immediately after¬ 
wards. 

Thev are a small group of 
left-wingars generally referred 
to a? Marxist, though. the term 
has became so subjective it 
cannot reliably be ascribed to 
INLA. (The Provisionals used 
ro be called Marxist but that 
was largely a whim of Mr Roy 
Mason.) All that can be pos¬ 
itively said is thac they. ore 
committed to. a united socialist 
republic by means of an armed 
struggle. 

INLA has a gruesome repu¬ 
tation. The conventional wis¬ 
dom among security forces on 
both sides oE the border is that 
thev are more ruthless chan 
the" Provisionals- That view is 
based on memories of INLA’s 


cold-blooded response to 
attempts by the official IRA to 
crush the emergent Irish 
Republican Socialist Party, 
which shares political goals 
with INLA. The rumour is that 

intermediaries had to be called 
in to halt the massacre. 

INLA’s resources .come 
mainJv from bank raids bom 
sides of the border. They have 
no illegal clubs or other busi¬ 
ness interests like the Pro¬ 
visionals, but then they hardly 
need them. They carried out a 
£500,000 robbery at Barnagn 
Gap, County Limerick, in June 
1978 and are responsible for 
numerous other bank raids as 
well a9 a bank robbery in 
Countv Wicklow. Whatever 
iheir ‘shortcomings, money is 
noc among them. 

INLA’s precursor was the 
People's Liberation Army, 
which split from the official 
IRA in late 1974 in reply to 
che Officials’ campaign against 
the potential new c h a llen ger, 
the Irish Republican Socialist 
Party. .. .. 

That party (not proscribed) 
and INLA • (proscribed) were 
created by Seamus Costello, 
assassinated in Dublin October 
1977 perhaps at the behest of 
the official IRA. or just as 
likely by an internal dissident 
or dissidents. There was con¬ 
siderable disquiet about Cos¬ 


tello’s jealous domination of 
INLA, and his death was in¬ 
itially shattering both to ■ INLA 
and the new party. _ • ■ 

Costello's disaffection with 
the Officials was essentially 
over his opposition to the cease¬ 
fire. Bo was expelled, and 
immediately began organizing 
the Irish Republican Socialist' 
Pa rty, wh ich has its head- 
quarters in Dublin. Costello in¬ 
sisted that it should be kept 
orga o izationa I !y separate from 
INLA. 

Many of INLA’s early re¬ 
cruits were trigger-happy 
youngsters from the urban 
ghettoes, frustrated at _ not 
being used by cbe Provisional 
IRA, whose ranks were tight¬ 
ened against the immature and 
the undisciplined. The security 
forces could invariably tell 
when INLA carried out an 
assassination attempt because 
30 or 40 rounds would be 
released in wild and amateur- 
risfa abandon. 

INLA now shows signs of 
being more selective in its re¬ 
cruitment Its snipers favour 
the AK47, an Eastern block 
standard military rifle manu¬ 
factured mainly in Russia. 
They have used Soviet anti¬ 
tank weapons, but not for 
several years, and they have 
used the armour-piercing 
American M60 machine gun. 

INLA’s active membership 


probably numbers less than 
one hundred; Their operations 
were at a peak'early last year 
and in .that . January killed 
more members of the Security 
forces than the IRA. They are 
responsible for perhaps six sig¬ 
nificant.'incidents' this year. 
Tbs .last attack destroyed the' 
popular El Greco mgbt club in- 
Londonderry, which until then 
had stood in virtue! isolation 
in a depressing scene of 
destruction. 

INLA also exploded two 
bombs at .an army camp at 
Nether Avon, on Salisbury 
Plain, on March 7, injuring 
two soldiers. Thac must be a 
worrying sign in view of the 
group’s declared target of pres¬ 
tige military and establishment 
figures. 

At ground level, INLA and 
provisional IRA members co¬ 
operate, though not to the 
extent of mounting joint opera¬ 
tions of any significance. 
Ammunition is sometimes 
shared and to a small extent 
light weapons are lest. 

At senior level relations are 
cordial foougfa it can be 
assumed that the Provisionals 
are aware that shared prop¬ 
aganda means ' less propa¬ 
ganda.

A hundred years ago, in the 
soring of 1380. Lord Beacons- 
field called a general election.

He attacked the government's 
record at every point. The war 
in South Africa was unjust, that 
in Afghanistan a policy of 
“ utter shamelessness ”.

speaking of “ our Irish fellow- 
citizens ” in terms of “insult 


and outrage" He put before 
the electors a vision of England 
as she ought to be: “ There 
rises at such moments before 
nna’s eyes the picture of what 
England might, with equal laws, 
with class privilege abolished, 
with perfected education, with 
pauperism diminished ..." 

The sentiments might have 
been those of a young Lloyd 
George but Balfour’s opponent 
■was a middle aged bachelor 
master at a public school, 
Harrow. His name was Edward 
Bowen. 

Bowen was. a remarkable 
schoolmaster and not just 
because his radical politics 
seem so out of place in the 
world of the public school. He 
was an admirer of Garibaldi 
and insisted that the boys in 
his house should wear red 
shirts for football as a mark 
of respect for the guerrilla 


leader. He was in Paris during 
the Commune. What better 
place for a Libera] to spend 
the Easter holidays ? He found 
the Jacobins a “ mixed lot ” 
but he was broadly in sympathy 
with their views and thought 
them vastly preferable to the 
VersaiEais. 

Harrow took Bowen’s politics 
in its stride as only a school 
secure in its reputation can. It 
is difficult to imagine modern 
public schools, so sensitive 
about their public image, being 
as tolerant of a housemaster 
whose hero was Che Guevara 
and who spent his holidays hob¬ 
nobbing with revolutionaries. 

Bowen joined the staFf at 
Harrow as a classical beak in 
1859 and remained there until 
his death from a heart attack 
while bicycling in Burgundy in 
1901. 

He was soon in conflict with 
senior colleagues who believed 
that relations with boys should 


be formal and distant. Bowen 
disagreed and mocked the older 
men’s attitude in satirical 
verse: to suggest that senior 
Gods should be informal with 
mere mortals was “ Rank trea¬ 
son discussed in the name of 
Reform". Bowen won. as he 
tended to do. The seDior men 
found that it was possible to 
talk to boys without provoking 
anarchy. 

Bowen was a natural critic 
of the old order but he was 
also that characteristic English 
figure, die sentimental radical, 
the innovator in love with the 
past. While attacking the drud¬ 
gery of the grammatical teach* 
ing classics and the foolishness 
of colleagues who regarded 
schoolboy peccadillos as mortal 
sins, he was writing the most 
famous Harrow School songs: 
the man who admired the com¬ 
munards also wrote Forty 
Years On, the quintessence of 
public school sentiment. 






The remarkable Edward Bowen 


There was something of a 
contradiction, too, in his 
approach to housemastering. He 
disliked the contemporary pub¬ 
lic school worship of team 
spirit: neither the house nor 
the school was a suitable altar 
on which to sacrifice the in¬ 
dividual. But in his hatred of 
luxury there was do room for 
individual preference. Plain 
living stood in some causal 
relationship to high thinking. 
When one -df his pupils, G. M. 
Trevelyan, took two hoc baths 
in one week, Bowen warned 
him of the dangers: “O boy, 
that’s like the later Romans, 
boy 1" 

Bowen, the devoted house¬ 
master, took an unromnntic 
view of the job: * One is so 
tied up t» hours; and parents 


there is always the chance the 
boys will set the house on fire 

To Trevelyan, Bowen was 
"a very great housemaster in¬ 
deed”. To the wider world, 
.Bowen was an educational re¬ 
former -whose ideas they read 
in the Saturday Review and the 
Journal of Education. He was a 
prolific writer. 'He gave evi¬ 
dence to royal commissions. His 
opinion was sought by govern¬ 
ments. He was the most famous 
assistant master of his day. But 
die contradictions were still 
there. 

Bowen the brilliant classical 
scholar helped to lead the revol¬ 
ution against the pre-eminence 
of Latin and Greek in the 
curriculum. He urged the im¬ 
portance of the first class teach¬ 
ing of science, history and 
modem languages but he re¬ 
fused to believe that it was 
possible to train a man to do 
the job. What mattered was that 
che teacher had moral gifts. “ A 
bad man teaching history well ”, 
he told the Bryce Commission 
on Secondary Education, “ is far 
worse than a good man teaching 
history badly”. 

In. 1869 he launched the. Mod¬ 
ern Side at Harrow, with a 
curriculum “on rational prin¬ 
ciples, teaching no Greek but 
lots of history, modern lan¬ 
guages and science. “ The suc¬ 
cess of the Modern Side is, in 
retrospect, his most important 
achievement. Unlike the Modern 
Sides at many orher schools. 


which, quickly became “ a refuge 
for the . intellectually . second-' 
rate ”, that at Harrow demanded 
and secured equal standing with 
the Classical School.-' 

Bowen could hardly have 
known that the .country’s' long 
industrial .decline bad “already, 
begun' and that, the attitudes 
engendered in -'the ' - public 
schools were a major contribu¬ 
tory factor, but he was -clea^ 
sighted enough to recognize die 
harm done to the nation by a 
curriculum that ' encouraged 
the most able young men to 
sneer at science and modern 
languages. 

By the taro of the century 
Bowen’s reputation as an edu¬ 
cational reformer had been 
firmly established. He had been 
at Harrow for 42 years and 
begae to think of retirement. 
It was spring again, a spring, 
embittered by the Boer . War 
which he opposed and which 
bad robbed him of a favourite 
pupil he “loved almost as bis 
own son **. On Easter Monday 
Bowen was bicycling wtb friends 
in France. They got off their 
bicycles to walk up a long bill. 
At the top Bowen put his. foot 
on the pedal ready to remount. 
He had a clear view for miles 
over the Burgundian country¬ 
side. Then the heart attack 
killed him instantly.

Experimental physiologists have 
been under attack for some 
time. They' have had to suffer 
abusive telephone caMs, rude 
letters, threats and harassment 
because of their experiments 
on animals. 

They have tended to take the 
view that they did not have to 
defend their actions because it 
was self-evident that what they 
were doing was useful and 
could be justified to ail but 
a minority. 

But some university physiolo¬ 
gists have now derided that 
they can no longer ait back 
and hope that public attacks 
on their work by animal wel¬ 
fare organizations and anti- 
rivisectionists will not amount 
to anything. 

Their change nf attitude has 
been brought about by the 
appearance of two parliamen¬ 
tary Bills on animal experi¬ 
mentation : one going through 
the House of Commons, spon¬ 
sored by Mr Peter Fry. Con¬ 
servative MP for Welling¬ 
borough, and the other going 
through the House of Lords 
sponsored by Lord Halsbury. 
Both have got through the 
second reading stage and the 
Fry Bill is expected to go into 
committee on March 2G. 

. Although the chances of 
eirlier reaching che statute hook 
are slim, the Government has 


Animal experiments: who can 
calculate the benefits? 


said that it intends to set up 
its own legislation and many 
scientists see the present 
controversy as a dress rehearsal 
for a later and more serious 
debate. 

So the Physiological Society 
has drawn up detailed critiques 
of the two Bills and is hoping 
that when new legislation is 
framed its views will be taken 
into account. As Dr Denis 
Noble, secretary of the society, 
points out. the last act on the 
subject, the Cruelty to Animals 
Act, 38/6, has lasted more than 
300 years and the next one 
might last as long. “ So it is 
not something to be done too 
quickly.’ 1 

The society’s main criticism 
oE the Fry Bill is that it re¬ 
stricts the use of animals to 
experiments “ calculated to lead 
to the saving or prolonging of 
life, or the preventing or alle¬ 
viating of suffering.” 

. The society says that research 
scientists can only sometimes 
“calculate” the benefits of 
their research. “Typically, this 
stage occurs very Jatc, when 


most of the fundamental work 
has been done that enables 
such ‘ calculations ’ to be made. 

“ To impose such a restriction 
now would mean that fitturo 
applied work would . become 
progressively more difficult or 
impossible as the fundamental 
base fails to grow. A recent 
American study of the research 
considered essential for certain 
advances in circulatory medi¬ 
cine showed that about 40 per 
cent of. such research was nor. 
and could not. be directed 
towards a- specific practical 
outcome at the time it was 
done.” 

The society thinks that the 
1376 Act has served science 
well. It recognizes that experi¬ 
ments need to he controlled but 
thinks that the system of licen¬ 
ces under the Act has worked 
fairly satisfactorily. A basic 
licence is needed by anyone 
who experiments on anaesthe¬ 
tized animals and an additional 
certificate is needed for experi¬ 
ments without anaesthetic. 

But the Physiological Society 
realizes that circumstances 


have changed since the 1876 
Act and agrees that it must be 
updated. It hopes that any new 
Act will make two important 
provisions. 

'First, it wants students to be 
able to participate in experi¬ 
ments. At present, nearly all 
teaching has to be done by 
demonstration: “ Tbe object is 
to bring home to students the 
very obvious fact that physi¬ 
ology is an experimental 
science”, said Dr Noble. 

Secondly, die society would 
like any new Ant to ®How 
phvsiologjsts to use wild 
animals, farm animals and 
unwanted animals donated by 
their owners for experiments. 
The costs of purposebred cats 
and dogs have gone up from 
between £5 and £10 to between 
£80 and £200 each over the 
last 16 years, making some 
research prohibitively expen¬ 
sive. 


The Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals kills more than four 
times as many unwanted dogs 
each year as ace used in 


scientific ex p er im ents (60,000 
compared to 14,000), and the 
Phystobogfoai Soaety considers 
thk n ame owners might like the 
option of donating unwanted 
nnftnraJs td science provided thac 
they ware used oidy for fully 
anaesthetized experiments. 

Tbe pressure for change in 
the gris tin g legislation has 
come from the andmai welfare 
or ganizat ions, foe anti-vivisec- 
tiooists and the Committee for 
tbe Reform of Animal Experi¬ 
mentation, an umbrella organi¬ 
zation representing many of the 
animal welfare groups. 

The latter is particularly con¬ 
cerned rhat foe 1876 Act 
governs how experiments are 
done, but not what is done. 
" Strict controls are long over¬ 
due to control the usage of 
animals in experiments where 
foe overall purposes are foe 
pursuit of commercial enter¬ 
prise,” it said in a memoran¬ 
dum to the Home Se c retary 
last November. 


Dr Judith Sampson, the 
RSPCA’s chief animal experi¬ 
mentation officer, says she 


would like to see foe public 

being ifole co bring prosecu¬ 

tions for cruelty, as provided 
for in the Fry Bill. At present, 
prosecutions can only - be 
brought by the Home Secretary. 

She would also like to see-the 
establishment of strong scienti¬ 
fic ethical ■ committees which' 
would look at what licensees 

were doing and question 

whether what they were doing 
was really necessary.' 

Physiologists reply that allow¬ 
ing people to prosecute scien¬ 
tists through the magistrates 
courts, as the Fry Bill does, 
•would throw open foe door to 
harassment and malicious prose-' 
cutioms. They say that wbere- 
ever possible they use alterna¬ 
tives to animals for experimen¬ 
tal work, not lefot because of 
tbeir high cost. 

They feel they are being 
squeezed from both sides : from 
foe public, who want new cures 
and higher standards of safety 
in meduunes, food additives and 
toilet preparations, and from 
the animal protection societies, 
who want almost all, if not aU, 
experimentation stopped. 

Above all. tbe Physiological 
Society would like to see a 
thorough - investigation carried 
out into all the complexities of 
the issue before any legislation 
is framed.

The great 
red plastic 
debate 


Pakistani Embassy who queued 
from 12.30 in foe vain hope of 
gaining admittance to foe hall. 


A surprising amount of entre¬ 
preneurship surrounded Mon¬ 
day evening’s debate of foe 
decade between the Labour 
Party left and the extra- 
parliamentary left. The pre¬ 
cincts of the Methodise Central 
Hall had the air of a medieval 
fair with itinerant hawkers 

attempting to sell their various 
newspapers. 

On tables outside the meeting

Jn the huge task of mod¬ 
ernizing their economy the 
Chinese urgently need 
foreign currency to buy 
plant and equipment from 
abroad. One quick way of 
acquiring this is through 
export-oriented light in¬ 
dustry, in which Hongkong 
excels, ft is no surprise, 
therefore, to find companies 
from the colony manufactur¬ 
ing textiles, including clo¬ 
thing, electronic goods and 
components, toys, watches. 


carpets, shoe* and food pro¬ 
ducts across the border. 
They lrave also moved into 
quarrying, cemen-r. agricul¬ 
tural projects. property, 
both residential and hotels, 
and advertising. 

The great majority of 
these operations ore on the 
basis of compensation trad¬ 
ing. whereby the Chinese 
provide the land and die 
workforce, and their foreign 
partners the machinery and 
training. The latter then 
export the product from 
Hongkong. 


The advantage to the 
foreign company of moving 
into China lies in the lower 
costs of land and labour. 
For example, the Sheknvi in¬ 
dustrial /one is to charge a 
rent of SHK2 to $4 < l8p to 
36pl a sq ft a year — below. 
or roughly equivalent to. 
t he rate in Hongkong's 
cheaper industrial estates in 
the New Territories. 

The average industrial 
wage in Hongkong is 51,200

Hongkong Is inevitably an 
irritant and an affront to a 
number of people in Britain. 
In their view it is a remnant 
of empire, an anachronism, 
a capitalist paradise exploit¬ 
ing workers, a colony with¬ 
out democracy. It all adds 
up. they sav, to a blot: 
Hongkong nothing to be 
proud of. 

In any debate on Hong¬ 
kong this sort of view finds 
expression, but it does not 
rate into account the reali¬ 
ties of the colony's circum- 
[stances and development. Its 
j history and extraordinary 
position make it a bundle 
J of paradoxes. 

j People affronted by the 
(idea of Britain still having 
j colonic* max- talk of " indi*- 
| pendence for Hongkong" 
I and the moral requirement 
\ to introduce democracy. But 
Peking. London and Hong¬ 
kong itself are fairly satis¬ 
fied with rite status quo, and 
in none of these places is 
there any inclination ac 
present to make changes. 

What counts, as far as 
most people involved are 
concerned, is that Hongkong 
is essentially stable and that 
as a system and'a society it 
works. With - an admitted 
need for improvements in 
certain areas—housing a nd 
welfare among them—-a bal¬ 
ance has been struck. 

The idea of an indepen¬ 
dent Hongkong is. at least 
for the foreseeable future, 
pic in che sky. Chiua would 
not stand for it; Hongkong 
is a pan of China and its 
population is 93 per cenr 
Chinese, and it evidently has 
a role in China’s plans and 
economic strategy. 

The 99-vear lease on parts 
of the colony ends in 1997. 
but few people in Hongkong 
worn- about it. The Chinese 


do not recognize the treaties 
anyway; and Hongkong is 
an important resource of 
skill and money and has an 
increasingly important role 
as pump primer mr the Chi¬ 
nese economy. China already 
gets Elm a (j av ; n foreign 
ex-change from Hongkong. 

As landlord. China is con¬ 
tent that Hongkong should 
stay as it is for the time 
being, administered by the 
British. 

In dealings between the 
Chinese and rite British the 
term “ colony ” is politely 
avoided. Certainly. Hongkong 
is a Crown colony, its sover¬ 
eign power residing with the 
governor, but in most res¬ 
pects it has ceased to be a 
colony. It is a unique Ulster 
fairs profitable trading and 
manufacturing centre; a 
piece of China under British 
management. 

Tbe governor is a type of 
301001*31 and the place is run 
on a day-to-day basis by 
governor and bureaucracy. 
But Hongkong cutild not 
work as well, nor be as 
stable, if there were not a 
strong element of consent. 
So Hongkong has evolved as 
a kind of consulting auto¬ 
cracy'. There are no politi¬ 
cians, no party politics ond 
only a limited elected repre¬ 
sentation. 

But people can still bring 
pressure to bear on rhe 
administration : and tor its 
part the Government has 
often demonstrated that it 
responds to the views of 
interest groups of all kinds 
among the business com¬ 
munity and rhe community 
as a whole. Jt is a system 
which has reached maturity ; 
and any number of prag¬ 
matic people in Hongkong 
will bring you to the point 
made earlier: it works. 

Important elements in the 
administration are the 
Executive Council and the 


Legislative Council. The 
executive meets in private 
and its members are high 
officials such as the 
Attorney General and rhe 
Secretary' for Home Affairs, 
and also appointed represen¬ 
tatives of the community. 

Tbe governor is not a 
member, but he presides 
over it aud has lu seek its 
advice on all important 
matters. Tire Legislative 
Council, also presided over 
by the governor, has 16 
government members and 24 
non-government members, all 
appointed. It meets in pub¬ 
lic twice a mouth and is 
rtored for its dullness. AM 
speeches are read and rherc 
are not debates it) the par¬ 
liamentary sense. It is cer¬ 
tainly not a parliament. Its 
job is to enact legislation 
and control public spending. 

There is also the urban 
council. This is die only 
part of Hongkong's system 
ivirh an elected element. 
Twelve of its members are 
appointed and 12 are elected. 
But only about one in 400 
of Hongkong’s five million 
people are enfranchised and 
the voters are. in any case, 
anatbetic. Only about a 
fifth of those entitled to vote 
did so last time. 

Tbe council meets in pub¬ 
lic aud. although its power is 
limited, it does fairly im¬ 
portant work as an environ¬ 
mental authority, covering 
refuse collection, markets, 
libraries, recreation, ameni¬ 
ties and the like. 

It follows, then, that the 
Government has to pursue 
other ways of involving the 
people in what it is doing. 
" Hongkong has to be gov¬ 
erned by consensus", Mr Li 
Fook Kow, Secretary for 
Home Affairs, said. “We 
have to seek opinion, to con¬ 
sult. to make compromises." 

Certainly the ** unofficial ” 
nr noii-governmeat members 
of the Executive Council and 


Legislative Council carry 

some weight in consultations. 
But rhe Government also 
seeks a broader range of 
views through the dry dis¬ 
trict officers covering tbe 
main urban areas of Hong¬ 
kong island and Kowloon. 
These officers have to deal 
directly with the people ac 
local level, explaining gov¬ 
ernment policies and gau* 
in» tbe strength of objections 
to any plan.'A similar func¬ 
tion 'is served by district 
officers in the New Terri¬ 
tories. In the rural areas, 
too. the Heung Yee Kttk, * 
council of the leaders of vil¬ 
lage communities, acts as a 
channel of opinion aad a 
link between die administra¬ 
tion and the people. 

Meanwhile the news¬ 
papers, radio and television 
occupy a central position in 
the relationship between 
government and governed. 
The press, borh English and 
Chinese, is large, free, lively 
and varied, aud carries a lot 
of news and comment on the 
doings of the G-ivecnment. 

The Government itself is 
well organized in the provi¬ 
sion of information. The 
Government In forma cion Ser¬ 
vice is a highly efficient dis¬ 
seminator—and. in its’ feed¬ 
back roly, provides officials 
with daily summaries and 
translations of news and 
comment in the local papers. 

“ Much more than they 
used to. people let us know 
what they think and com¬ 
plain when they believe we 
are being high-banded ", Mr 
Li said. “They demand 
explanations and. being 
better educated and more 
aware, they are quick to Jer 
us know their views. With 
older people we have to be 
more active in seeking views.

The committee identified 
five areas of concern which 
required further considera¬ 
tion in terms of public 
pokey. These were: the 
availability of long-term fin¬ 
ance ; the need For improved 
channels of communication 
in the financial services sec¬ 
tor ; inadequate statistical 
documentation in the sector: 

gaps in the Hongkong monev 
market with regard to Fixed 
interest finance and pro 
vision nf a full range of 
short-term and medium 
term financial instruments 
and a need for more effec¬ 
tive regulation of the insur¬ 
ance industry. 

With regard to the future, 
the crucial issue is what 
view hanks and other 
financial institutions are 
liable to take of the colony's 
long-term prospects, given 
that the leases by which a 
former Imperial Chinese 
government granted Britain 
occupation of the New Terri¬ 
tories are due to expire in 
1997. Present accounting 
standards in Hongkong re¬ 
quire companies to write off 
their investment by the date 
of expiry of the lease on 
land they occupy, where this 
is less than 50 years. 

The question, then, 
becomes _ one nf whether 
industrialists can reasonably 
hope to recoup their invest¬ 
ment within the 17 years

The diversification com¬ 
mittee dodged the political

“ They wiH find ir in¬ 
creasingly difficult to pro¬ 
vide these facilities and 
services themselves or buy 
rbeni locally", the Advisory 
Committee on Diversification 
fACD), said in a Teport 
published last December. 

The ACD was appointed 
by the Governor in 1977 in 
recognition of ■ the threat 
posed by increasing protec¬ 
tionism to Hongkong textiles. 
Its task war; not to state how 
manufacturing industries 
sWdd diversify, since they 
have been doing so on their 
own over the years, but what 
government policies would 
facilitate and stimulate such 
diversification. 

Even before protectionism 
became the trend, there had 
been regular calls locally for 
more. government interven¬ 
tion in industry, particularly 
demands for five-year deve¬ 
lopment plans, an economic 
advisory committee, an in¬ 
dustrial development coun¬ 
cil and an industrial develop¬ 
ment bank. However, the 
Government has been—aod 
still is—reluctant to aban¬ 
don its traditional policy of 
minimal interference. 

Now, even the most con¬ 
servative officials in the 
British administration are 
beginning to see that what 
has worked in the past— 
allowing market forces to de¬ 
termine the supply of labour, 
land and capital and ensure 
their most efficient use— 
m&v no longer hold true. 

Tor a srarr. constraints on 
supply of industrial land and 
faccory space have distorted 
the .free play of market 
Forces. The pressure is 
greatest on small industries 
—the backbone of the 
economy. 

Collectively, these small 
manufacturing enterprises, 
which employ fewer than 50 
people each, constitute a 
sub-cnmxacuwg service to the 
import-export houses, die 
linchpin in Hongkong’s ex¬ 
port industry. 

7a a survey two years ago. 
4S per cem' of these small 
industries were making pro¬ 
ducts ordered by the import- 
export firms. Small indus¬ 
tries make up about 92 per 
cent of all manufacturing 
establishments in Hongkong, 
employing 18 per cent of the 
2,500,000 workforce. 

A substantial number, 
however, face a real threat 
of closure—a result of a 
combination of factors. 
Among these are squatter 


A fast train to the People’s 
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clearances—quite a few are j 
squatter factories—and to re¬ 
establish themselves, in 
flatted factory buildings they 
require massive overheads, 
rendering their product 
prices uncompetitive. 

High rentals for factory 
space are also a problem for 
non-squat re r factories pro¬ 
ducing cheap goods in non- 
industrial buildings. Since 
1976. the Government has 
actively cleared such opera¬ 
tions out of non-indust rial 
buildings and the small 
operator has nowhere to re¬ 
locate at a rent he can 
afford. 

Also at the end of the road 
are rhe “ dirty" industries 
—the dyeing mills, iron foun¬ 
dries and tanneries. With 
the growing awareness of the 
need to provide a healthier 
living and working environ¬ 
ment, industrial sources say 

such development is not a 

bad thing for Hongkong. 
“ If we are to broaden our 
industrial base lei us do so 
with clean, modern indus¬ 
tries like food processing 
and electronic parts manu¬ 
facturing ”, they say. 

As a contribution ro broad¬ 
ening the industrial base of 
Hongkong, the Government 
ser up aii Industrial Estates 
Corporation in 1977, to over¬ 
see the development of rwo 
areas in rhe New Territories. 
So far. 23 industries have 
signed up for tine first indus¬ 
trial estate—at Taipo—wirh 
total minimum investment 
estimated at S6Q0m. 

Land in the industrial es¬ 
tates is being leased at $551 
a square foot for 15 years, { 
and the firms undertake to 
build their own factories. 
There is provision for 100 
industries in these two es¬ 
tates by 1983. 

Past performance shows 
that Hongkong will, as a 
matter of course, develop 
markets for products in the 
promising sectors of machin¬ 
ery, professional end scien¬ 
tific goods, and furniture 
and fixtures. Any problems 
which are likely to occur will 
come in the supply of skilled 
labour. 

The one proposal which 
will go a Tong way towards 
maintaining a steady supply 
of skilled workers for the 
future—an industrial train¬ 
ing levy—is still being dis¬ 
cussed by government de¬ 
partments. Without compre¬ 
hensive training, funded by 
a levy rather than the Gov¬ 
ernment, all talk of diversi¬ 
fication is a huge waste of 
time, the industrialists claim.

Despite the world rectstiwi. 
transport to Hongkong by 
sea. air and land is flourish¬ 
ing. More than five mil Hem 
people- arrived or departed 
by air in 1979: nearly 
10,000 vessels ejeared the 
port. Every statistic, from 
the number of containers 
and the shipping tonnage to 
the number rx tourists, 
shows a steady increase. 
And with China becoming 
accessible through Hong¬ 
kong, t rati sport facilities are 
being stretched, 

Nowhere is this more so 
than at Kai Tak airport, 
despite rebuilding of I he 
terminus. 

Signs for passengers in the 
building have been made 
clearer, and customs pro- 
cedures have been stream¬ 
lined to some extent, 
although they are still inade¬ 
quate for arrivals, especially 
when duree aircraft land one 
after rile other. 

It i.s estimated that Kai 
Tak will not be able to cope 
with any increase in traffic 
after 1985. and although 
there has been much talk 
about providing n now air¬ 
port, nothing has been 
decided. As it will take eight 
years to build a new airport, 
Hongkong will be unable to 
cope fully for at least the 
years between 1985 and 1988, 
even if work starred now. 

Two possibilities for a 
new airport rite have been 
pur forward, and both have 
their drawback*. The mast 
likely is in Lantao. the 
Jarseer island in rhe terri¬ 
tory. The site has been 
thoroughly surveyed, plotted 
and studied for develop¬ 
ment. The disadvantages arc 
that access would he more 
difficult titan to Kai Tak 
from the city, an area nf 
scenic beauty would be des-- 
lroved and. muse imporraor, 
the area is due to revert to 
China on expiry of the 
New Territories lease in 
1997. Thus rhe investment 
would have to pay for irself 
within nine years, unless 
some assurance is forthcom¬ 
ing from Peking. 

The other possibility, not 
so far-fetched as it sounds, 
is for China to build an air¬ 
port on its side of the 
border. The obvious draw¬ 
back is that Hongkong 
would have no control over 
it. .... 

Whatever the difficulties 
at Kai Tak. Hongkong’s air¬ 
line, Cathay Pacific, is work¬ 
ing hard towards expansion. 
Among its plans are its appli¬ 
cation to share the Hongkong 
to London route, and there 
is a strong feeling m Hong¬ 
kong that it deserves to 
succeed.

Cathav Pacific is also 
looking' to the American 
continent and may extend its 
services to several cities in 
Canada and the United States 
next year.

Cathay Pacific would be 
competing with six other 
airlines making 52 flights a 
week to the United States.

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Buses, hired cars and taxis 
are available to carry pas¬ 
sengers-from the airport to 
the Star Ferry and to 
Hoagkoag island’s Central 
District. The Hongkong and 
Yaumari Ferry and the Scar 
Ferry Companies operate 
frequent cross-harbour ser¬ 
vices, beginning at 6 am and 
continuing until 2 am tftie 
next day. 

There are about 700 miles 
of well-kept roads, many of 
them steep and with acute 
hairpin bends. The bus ser¬ 
vices are good. Trams 
operate on Hongkong island 
on a flat fare basis, and a 
cable tramway can be taken 
to the Peak. Taxis without 
meters are called pak pm 
and are more expensive than 
chose with meters ; self-drive 
or chauffeur-driven cars are 
available, as are mini-buses 
and rickshaws. Visiting 
drivers should hold_ inter¬ 
national driving permits, but 
a Hongkong licence may be 
issued, without the driver 
undergoing a driving test, to 
those possessing valid British 
licences. The Mass Transit 
Railway is now in operation, 
and the colonv also has a 
Jong-established rail link 
with China via Canton. 

Frequent daily services by 
passenger ferry, hydrofoil or 
jetfoil operate between 
Hongkong and Macao, and a 
number of airlines offer 
international flights from Kai 
Tak. which is nearly four 
miles from Kowloon. 


Leisure 

A booming tourist centre. 
Hongkong offers almost 
everything to die visitor, 
from topless bars to perform¬ 
ances of Chinese opera. 
Facilities for practically all 
kinds of sports are available. 

There are a large number 
of first-class hotels, and 
more are being built: accom¬ 
modation should, if possible, 
be booked well in advance. 
Most of the main hotels rater 
for non-residents, and mere 
are many restaurants offering 
ail types of cuisine. 

Chinese food is cooked in 
many different ways; those 
who are unsure about choice 
should try an establishment 
featuring dim sum. where 
trays containing a choice of 
small dishes are offered. 

Cinemas are popular, and 
have a total searing capacity 
of nearly 100.000. Well over 
100 daily or weekly news¬ 
papers are circulated, about 
a dozen of them printed in 
English. 


Language 

English and Chinese are the 
official languages. In the 
urban areas Cantonese pre¬ 
dominates, but several o.ther 
Chinese dialects are spoken. 
Dialects do not affect written 
Chinese, because the sym¬ 
bols are ideographic rather 
than phonetic- Some Portu¬ 
guese is spoken. 


Climate 

The sub-tropical, monsoonal 
climate is extremely var¬ 
iable. Dry and sunny weather 
is common during the 
autumn and early winter. 
After this, cloud frequently 
builds up, sometimes bring¬ 
ing light but fairly persis¬ 
tent rain. Spring is often 
humid, and cloud, fog or 
drizzle are not uncommon. 
Summers axe hot. 

Average rainfall in the 
colony is more than 85 
inches a year, with tbree- 
quarters falling between May 
and September. High winds 
and heavy rain are some¬ 
times brought on by tropical 
cyclones passing in the 
vicinity. The coldest month 
is usually February (mean 
daily temperature 15"C, or 
60'F) and the hottest July 
(28'C, 82'FI. 


j Country 

The colony consists of nearly 
240 islands and a small por¬ 
tion of the south-east main¬ 
land of China. Hongkong 
island —where the capital, 
Victoria, is situated—is 
about 20 -miles east of the 
moifih of the Pearl river. 
Some SO miles to the. north¬ 
west is Canton, and 40 miles 
to the west the Portuguese 
province of Macao. The 
island has a ragged coast¬ 
line, and the highest point 

is Victoria Peak (1.805ft) ; 
it is about II miles long, two 
to five miles broad, and 
covers 29 sq miles. 

Hongkong island' is linked 
to the Kowloon peninsula, 
on the mainland to the 
north, by a mile-long road 
tunnel and the Mass Transit 
Railway. Kowloon (with 
Stonecutters island, 5 sq 
miles) is in turn - linked to 
the New Territories (370 
sq miles), which are on the 
southern portion of China’s 
Guangdong Province and in¬ 
clude a large number of 
Islands. The New Territo¬ 
ries have- peaks rising- to 
3,140ft (Tai Mo Shan). 

Victoria Harbour lies 
between the capital and the 
mainland, being separated 
from it at the eastern end 
by the narrow Lei Yue Mun 
Strait.

Travel documents 
needed 

Visas are not required by 
most tourists or by holders 
of British passports issued 
in Hongkong or in Britain. 
According to nationality, 
tourists are allowed into the 
colony for periods varying 
from a week to six months. 
If visas are required for on¬ 
ward travel from Hongkong 
(to China, for example! it 
is best to get them in Lon¬ 
don.

Protection against cholera, 
typhoid and paratyphoid is 
recommended, and a small¬ 
pox certificate may be 
required if the visitor is 
arriving wiritin a fortnight of 
having left an endemic zone 
or infected area. But tbe 
rules vary, and it is as well 
to check with the authorities 
before leaving 
Health standards in Hong¬ 
kong are high; there are 
many excellent doctors and 
dentists, and rhe hospitals 
are good. Water should be 
boiled before drinking, and 
raw fruit washed, to mini¬ 
mize the possibility of stom¬ 
ach upsets.

Population 

The numbers are growing 
rapidly. At the end of the 
Japanese occupation in 1945,' 
the population was put at 

about 600,000. Five years 
later it had reached nearly 
2^50,000. and the 1976 
census produced a figure of 
a little under 4,440,000. Offi¬ 
cial estimates suggest a total 
of more than five million at 
the end of 1979, with only 
about 65,000 non-Chinese, 
most of whom were of British 
origin. The population is 
still very young, with about 
40 per cent below 20. 

Buddhism and Taoism 
have undergone a revival in 
recent years, as firesh immig¬ 
rants have arrived from 
China. But there are more 
than 400,000 Chinese Chris¬ 
tians, and fairly small, but 
active communities of Mus¬ 
lims, Par sees, Hindus, Rus¬ 
sian O-Ptfaodox and Jews.

The economy 

Hnnskong's economy has 
grown rapidly dunnz tne 
past four years with an 
annual growth rate cf tne 
gross domestic product in 
real terms of 10 per cent or 
higher. The success has been 
caused mainly bv the export- 
in 0 prowess of ihe manu¬ 
facturing industries and a 
continued rapid expansion ot 
Hongkong's entrepor ro!e. 
wanicularhr as a reexporter 
of goods' imported from 
China. 

The pre’.iminary estimate 
for the gdp for .1979 .is 
577,545m. representing a -b 
per cent growth in money 
terms and U If cent in 
real terms over the estimate 
j iT 1978. The growth rate in 
real -terms of per capita gdp 
slowed down m only 5 per 
cent, because of the un¬ 
usually rapid growth- rate pt 
ihe population arising pmmIv 
from legal and . illegal 
immigration. 

In absolute terms, per 
capita gdp last year was 
SHK17,S2S (5US3,560> which, 

compared regionally, \ras 
probably second only to 
Japan and roughly equal to 
Singapore. . . 

The growth rate 10 real 
terms of total exports w-as 20 
per cent, significantly higher 
than the 9 per cent spowth 
of domestic demand.- Export 
sales were helped by a de¬ 
preciation of the Hongkong 
dollar during the 12 months 
to mid-1979 and the increased 
supply of labour. Wage 
rates and earnings increased 
at a slower rate. 

The price of land, proper¬ 
ties and rentals increased 
rapidly during 1979. reflect¬ 
ing a tight property market. 

The consumer price index 
(A—which covers the lowest 
incomes group) showed a 
rise of 16 per cent over the 


vear and, within this, the 
price of fuel and light went 
up by 54 per cent. 

For industry, the prices of 
raw materials and semi¬ 
manufactures averaged more 
than 20 per cent higher, 
much in line with movements 
in world prices. Price in- i 
creases for plant and machin- 
erv, mostly imported, were . 
about 10 per cent in 1979. J 
Expansion of the financial 
sector continued rapidly. ; 
The number of licensed 
banks in operation rose from ; 
88 to 105 over the year and , 
employment increased by 20 . 
per cent. : 

Money supply fM3) grew 1 
by 30 per cent, or S22,846m f 
* while bank loans increased . 
by 519,395m. Best lending 
rate rose from a level of 41 , 
. per cent before May 1978 to ! 
141 per cent ifl August 1979. 

Tourism 

At the end of 1979 there 
were 46 hotels in Haniknos 
with a total of 14-.S33 rooms, 
compared with 50 hotels and 
13 J 00 rooms two years 
earlier. The number at 
tourists increased by; 8 per 
cent last year. le_?s than the 
growth rate in 19/3. 

The average hotel occup- 
anev rate was 91 per cent 
last" vear comnared with B9 
per cent in 1978. It is ex¬ 
pected that five new hotels 
will be completed diis year, 
providing about 1,500 addi¬ 
tional rooms.

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On average, a tourist spent

Building and 
construction 

For all typ.evof properties-. 

the total floor area of plans 
for which consent was given 
in 1979 was 6 per cent less 
than in 1978. Estimates of 
expenditure on buildin gs and 
construction showed a growth 
of 4 per cent in real terms, 
significandv less than a year 
earlier. The labour and 
materials cost index was 3B 
per cent higher in Novem¬ 
ber. 1979, over the previous 
12 months. 

In 1978 the public sector 
(including the Mats Transit 
Railway Carp) took up 49 
per cent of total output ol 
the building and construc¬ 
tion sector. Private spend¬ 
ing grew by only 7 per cent 
in real terms, while public 
expenditure grew bv 2b per 
cent. Estimates for 19/9 
show the proportion moving 
back in favour of the pri¬ 
vate sector (53 per cent pri¬ 
vate. 47 per cent public). 
Public expenditure, including 
that bv the MTRC, is estim¬ 
ated in 1979 to haV& fallen 
in real terms by 1 per cent, 
while expenditure grew bv 
9 per cent. There was a jib- 
nifleant shift in spending 
from civil engjneenng, in¬ 
cluding the Mass Transit 
Railway, to building.

However, the club is not 
without its critics. It is ac¬ 
cused of encouraging Hong¬ 
kong’s already gambling- 
happy population to bet even 
more. And like all good, 
powerful cliques it is fre¬ 
quently denigrated for 
elitism—always, of course, 
by those not selected for the 
elite. Still, there remains 
some truth iu the old sayiug 
that power in the terrirtory 
rests in the Hongkong Club, 
the Jockey Club, Jardine and 
Macheson. the long-estab¬ 
lished export.firm, and the 
Government—in that order. 

There can be little doubt 
that many of the criticisms 
strike a raw nerve among 
the territory's touchy elite. 
The application of white 
Western values to Hongkong 
affairs is, however, often a 
fruitless exercise. There is no 
mistaking the sentiment in 
the eyes of the public en¬ 
closure watchiug the mem¬ 
bers’ enclosure watch the 
private boxes, it is a look of 
unemotioua] envy, not of 
resentment. Hongkong's poor 
do nnt ivaut to replace the 
rich, they want to join them. 

One claim by the Jockey 
Club does need to be treated 
with a certain amount of cir¬ 
cumspection : that it has 
helped to stamp out a large 
amount of illegal betting by 
being allowed, since 1974. to 
open off-course offices. This 
certainly has closed some 


illegal syndicates, increasing 
the Jockey Club’s takings 
from £95m in 1974 to £362m 
in 197S. 

But no amount of legisla¬ 
tion could wipe out. the 
Chinese passion for gambling 
in its most obscure forms. 
The most complex bets de¬ 
vised by the Jockey Club 
5EL11 lack the element of pure 
luck, uturaraelled by vulgari¬ 
ties, such as skilL demanded 
by tbe traditional Hongkong 
punter. 

Placiag bets on the mah¬ 
jong games which turn 
Hongkong uights into a 
symphony oF ivory rattles 
and Cantonese curses is 
strictly illegal. But who can 
enforce such a law even 
when the faimly.concerned is 
playing an tfie skyscraper 
balcony to ease the humidity 
cf the steamy island even¬ 
ing ? 

Even a Chinese child can 
play with po chi kec, a sweet 
machine outside stores 
which, from time to time, 
dispenses a 10 cent coin. 
More serious gambling rings 
operate with Triad con¬ 
nexions. notably hung piu, a 
weekly draw, and chi /nr, a 
numbers game popular 
among working-class women. 
Both run secretly through 
neighbourhood shops in a 
similar way to American 
numbers rackets. The com¬ 
monest form of illegal social 
gambling, apart from mah¬ 
jong, is yu her hai, a dice 
game using piscatorial sym¬

The parti¬ 
cular problems of Wales are of 
course a very proper subject far 
public inquiry and debate, but to 
centre that discussion upon out¬ 
rageous acts of violence is 
dangerously to xmspJace the 
emphasis.

When improper, and especially 
when violent mesas are used to 
attract attention to a legitimate con¬ 
cern, it is surely the responsibility 
of those in control of the prime 
communications medium to concen¬ 
trate on the issues rather than on 
the distraction.

From Monsignor Bruce Kent 
Sir, Professor Farmer has intro¬ 
duced a welcome new perspective 
into the usual debate about defence, 
military expenditure and security 
in this age of nuclear overkill. 

In the exploration of the deterrent 
effect of mobilized planned civilian 
disruption, pacifists and non-pad- 
fists, unilateralists and multiiaterai- 
isrs, the pro and a nti-Na to lobby, 
can and ought to work together. 

There is now a substantial litera¬ 
ture on the subject of civilian 
resistance, some of it inspired by a 
philosophy of non-violence and 
some with a very pragmatic back¬ 
ground. The late Lord King-Hall, 
Dr Gejie Sharp, of Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, and General de la Bollardiere 
are only a few of those who have 
stimulated thinking on this subject 

We have had a recent and painful 
example of such civilian obstruc¬ 
tion in the north of Ireland. The 
Ulster strike of 1974, sectarian and

No one is suggesting that Pro¬ 
fessor Farmer is offering all the 
answers.

Future of the 
fishing industry 

From Sir Andrew Gilchrist 
Sir, May I comment on the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to provide foe sum 
of £3m for the benefit of foe British 
fishing industry ? 

The days when the said industry 
was. powerful enough tp drive foe 
Government of the day into a futile 
and un-winnable cod war with 
Iceland are over. In granting the 
present paltry sum, rhe Government 
must have had regard to foe dimini¬ 
shed political clout of tbe industry. 

It should rather have considered the 
needs of foe situation from a ■ 
national standpoint. 

The, plan for sending fishermen 
off on* cruises to foe Atlantic to look 
for new fish and new grounds is 
unnecessary. The resource has been . 
proved, and by government agencies. 
The question now is one of exploita¬ 
tion. We cannot hope to induce the 
fishermen to make the necessary 
switch to new grounds^ and new . 
species, and to take as individuals' 
the indubitable risks involved, if all 
we .can offer is exhortation and £3m. 

I write in the firm conviction that . 
to allow rhe British fishing industry 
to sink, to accept an increasing or 
; even total dependence on foreign 
• vessels for our fish consumption, is 
a disastrous policy. What are we 
going to export to pay for the fish ? 
Motor cars ? Steel ? 

No doubt someone will say: w Do 
let us wait until we get a new 
Common Market regime—then our 
ships will be able to sail out into 
the Norih Sea from Hull and 
■Grimsby as in the old days ”. No : 
this is not merely a policy of delay. 
it is a policy of deceit. Tbe ships we 
have are rusting, and the men too. 

The exploitation of the new and 
identified resource is a national 
interest and requires a national 
effort. May I suggest a comparison 
with foe oosition of foe British 
National Oil Corporation in resperr 
of North Sea oil ? Direct imitation 
is not the way; what is wanted is 
a proportionate effort and ccunmir- 
tnent in the initial organisation, 
guidance and financing of a large- 
scale operation designed to reestab¬ 
lish on a profitable basis an essentia! 
section of the economy—and of the 
national way of life.

Maple 

Waring comes 
into the open 

Waring & Gillow presumably calculates that 
the awful memories of the property crisis in 
the mid-1970s are still sufficiently fresh in 
the minds of Maple shareholders for them 
to be tempted into taking a bird in the hand 
and thus its 30p a share offer. 

Maple and its advisers think otherwise : 
shareholders remained loyal even during 
the dark days when the share price was down 
at 4p so the argument is that they should 
stick out for a higher offer now that Maple 
has achieved a strong profits recovery. 

Further, Maple has suggested something 
more this year (although half-year profits 
did not indicate anything very dramatic) and 
this, together with available tax losses of 
£l$m at the end .of last year, implies that on 
an earnings basis Waring’s offer will not 
Jook as generous as the bare 1978/79 figures 


The British Government has a 
1 money tree at the bottom of its 
garden. Dominating, the pros¬ 
pects for a medium-term finan¬ 
cial plan are the quite remark¬ 
able increases in government 
revenue from the North. Sea 
which will result from increased 
oil prices. 

By 1954 it now seems likely 
that the Government will be 
cakiug something of the.order 
of £15,000m a year in total tax 
from the North Sea. This is 
well over twice the figure which 
emerged from calculations made 
before the round of oil 'price 
increases in 1979. . . 

The Government gets the 
extra revenue for two reasons. 
The structure of tax in the 
North Sea is such that it was 
due, in any case, to obtain about 
70 per cent of the revenue from 
the North Sea by the middle 
part of the 1980s. But the in¬ 
crease in oil prices increases 
the profitability of the fields; 
and the more profitable the 
fields the higher the proportion 
going to the Government. 

Britain has already messed up 
the great debate about what to 
do with' oil revenue once. The 
Labour Government, in its 1978 
White Paper on the challenge 
of North Sea oil, avoided some 
issues and muddied others. As a 
result the early years of increas¬ 
ing production, during which 
North Sea oil has had a drama¬ 
tic effect on our balance of pay-.' 
meats. • slipped by with no - 
serious discussion about how we 
should use the benefits. 

They were spent on-financing 
an increasing deficit in our non- 
oil trading account. We spent a 
capital asset and bought foreign 
consumer -goods. 

It was easy for tfie Govern¬ 
ment to avoid serious thought 
about what to do with. North 
Sea oil because the money from 
the North Sea did not actually 
flow through government hands. 

At present only about 30 per 
cent of totar revenue goes to the 
Government; in earlier years 
the proportion was less. But hy 
1984 that proportion will be up 
to. 80 per cent. So it the Gov¬ 
ernment wastes the money we 
will know where the blame lies. 

What are the options open to 


it? The first choice it will have 
to make is between spending it 
or using the funds to cut the 
Government’s deficit. 

Suppose that the Government 
decides that the country should 
spend the money. It basically 

has two options—u» band over 
the revenue in rhe form of tax 
cuts or. to do -the spending 
itself. The tax cutting strategy 
is usually thought of in terms of 
cutting: income tax; but the 
disadvantages of this route are 
great. 

If one thing is clear about 
our present situation rt is that 
industry is in. trouble and the 
personal sector, which is domi¬ 
nated by wages and salaries, has 
done well in recent years in 
relative terms. Rates of return 
are so low that the very sur¬ 
vival of large parts of our 
industry must- be in doubt. 

So.to hand a further windfall 
boons to the personal sector 
looks a rather odd thing to do. 
This applies just as strongly to 
the proposal by Me Samuel 
Brittan and Mr Barry Riley that 
individuals should be given 
some kind of North Sea equity, 
which presumably would be 
worth cash. 

Indeed, if the idea is to 
"mm the people” about how 
North. Sea oil revenue is to ho 
used there seems no reason not 
to giye them the money direct. 

Suppose tBat the Govermnent 
were to say that instead of 
giving the money to individuals 
it would, give it . to Industry, 
through abolishing; the National 
Insurance surcharge, cutting 
corporation tax aod generally 
reducing rhe taxation burden 
industry faces. 

This seems a more direct 
route to follow if the aim is the 
saving and rebuilding of our 
industrial base, bur it runs flat 
into the current policy on what 
determines wages. For rhe 
squeeze on companies is not 
something which is happening 
hy accident. It follows logically 
from Government policies which 
look on ir as rive way to force 
companies to make less in¬ 
flationary wage settlements. 

If lack of liquidity is the 
only form of wage restraint we 


can have then Government 
measures which directly im¬ 
prove company liquidity ra the 
short verm would risk provok¬ 
ing further inflation. For if 
this model of wage bargaining 
is right, unions will merely 
insist in getting higher wages 
to soak up the tax concessions 
made to the corporate sector 
by the Government. 

Some of the same problems 
apply to the idea canvassed by 
the Trades Union Congress, 
that the money should be used 
to finance direct intervention 
and investment hi industry by 
the Government. 

The attractions are obvious. 
It is the Government’s (that ia, 
our) money, so there are strong 
distributional - arguments for 
ensuring that we all end up 
owning any assets which are 
acquired. Such an approach 
would also, in ■ theory at least, 
enable us to focus the spending 
in those areas of the economy 
where money could do most 
good. 

.But the practical problems 
are also very great. Leaving 
aside objections of principle to 
the Government's intervening 
directly in industry, just how 
is it to be done and by wham? 
Advocates of some kind of 
“ North Sea oil fund ” have so 
far been very unspecific about 
just which industries it would 
invest in and ^ how. Certainly- 
none of the' .existing- institu¬ 
tions we have could cooe wnh 
funds on anything like the 
scale in prospect. . . 

All of tlie- above options 
assume that the Government 
will spend the money in some 
form. If ir does, the rest ought 
to be whether it contributes to 
the restoration of our industrial 
base or is simply oriented 
towards getting maximum con¬ 
sumer satisfaction while the 
oil lasts. Only rhe first option 
can make any sense. 

There is an alternative, how¬ 
ever, -which the Government is 
considering seriously. This is 
to use the extra revenue to run 
-down its borrowing, require¬ 
ment to zero and even ro repay 
some of its debt by running a 
surplus. The effects of mis

dom gilts either into industrial 
shares or more probably into the 
acquisition of overseas assets. 

What would have to happen 
is that rhe United Kingdom 
would run a deficit on its 
capital account and would thus 
be forced to run a surplus on 
its current account. Unless this 
came about through a dramatic 
devaluation of sterling, which 
seems unlikely, ir is bound to 
occur through the mechanism 
of a recession.here at home. 

Thar seems ro be a way to 


worsen the squeeze on British 
industry and not to help it. We 
would end the period of North 
Sea oil with more foreign assets 
but far less British industry. 

Whatever alternative the 
Government is going to adopt, 
it should start telling us now. 
Far more important than the 
details of how much cigarettes 
go up in next week’s Budget is 
the need to spell out now.'how 
the Government intends to use 
the opportunity of North Sea 
oil. •

Brussels 

To many people Switzerland's 
banking* industry symbolizes a 
continuation into the present 
day of attitudes That bare been 
in* retreat elsewhere in Europe 
since before the First World 
War. 

The banker, like the priest 
or the lawyer is seen as enjoy¬ 
ing a position of special respon¬ 
sibility in society. It is con¬ 
sidered that he can carry out 
bis duties properly only if he 
ban rhe trust of his clientele, 
and discretion—summed up in 
the two words banking secrecy 
—is intrnmental in establishing 
and maintaining this trust. 

But for some rime the tidy 
world of the Swiss banker has 
been under pressure - 

The Swiss Social Democrat 
Party is pushing strongly to in¬ 
crease the state’s rax income 
from the industry and lift some 
of rhe veil of secrecy that sur : 
rounds the .activities. of the 
banks. 

The Social Democrats are no 
mean political force. The party 
claims to be rhe country's 
strongest in terms of member¬ 
ship. It obtained a quarter of 
the vote at the last federal 
elections. Ir is a member of 
the ruling coalition. with two 
ministers in rhe cabinet, in¬ 
cluding since the beginning of 
this year Herr Willy Ritscbard, 
the finance minister. 

Since Herr Rirschard became 
finance minister political atten- 
j non has refocused on banking. 
It seems likely that the Social 
Democrats will make their co¬ 
operation with the other-ruling 
parties on the vexed question 
of meeting Switzerland's budget 
deficit dependent on an agree¬ 
ment to increase the taxes 
levied on banking. 

Furthermore a Social Demo¬ 
crat as finance minister in¬ 
creases the imoonance of a 
“ people’s initiative ” being 
organized by the party which 
could result" in a referendum 


on the issue of the banking 
secrecy laws. 

Both lines of attack are 
equally unwelcome to the banks 
as it is feared rhar rhey could 
lead to a loss of foreign busi¬ 
ness. There have been sugges-. 
triotis that taxes should be im¬ 
posed on foreign notes and 
bonds and on the earnings 
from money which foreigners 
entrust to Swiss banks in fidu¬ 
ciary accounts. 

Banking secrecy is a more 
subtle problem. There is scep¬ 
ticism as to whether the 
planned initiative will ever be 
translated into law. But in hav¬ 
ing to fend off rhe Social Demo¬ 
crat offensive the banks are 
demonstrating that Swiss bank¬ 
ing secrecy is not as compre¬ 
hensive as myth would have us 
believe. Unfavourable compari¬ 
sons are being made with other 
banking centres. 

The myth of banking secrecy 
in Switzerland is powerful. The 
numbered accounr and the 
correct, but none too curious. 
Swiss bank manager are 
supposed to afford a safe 
haven for the fugitive capital 
of discredited dictators, the 
illicit profits of mobsters aud 
racketeers, and earnings that 
otherwise wholly respectable 
people would rather not see go 
to their own tax authorities. 

Backing up banking secrecy 
are the draconian provisions of 
a law enacted in 1 934, when 
Hitler’s agents were at work 
in Basle, Zurich and Geneva 
seeking out the bank accounts 
of German Jews. Any bank 
official betraying a secret or 
any third party trying to elicit 
a secret from a Swiss banker 
is Hable to six months in jail 
or a fine of up to 50,000 francs. 

So fa r 120,000 people have 
signed a petition in favour of 
the Social Democrat initiative 
that secs ouc ro weaken bank¬ 
ing secrecy. The initiative 
states that banks should be 
obliged to give information to 


revenue authorities for tax 
assessment purposes where 
evasion is' suspected and that 
the Swiss authorities should 
give legal assistance to other 
countries seeking information 
to do with criminal proceed¬ 
ings, rax and currency offences. 

Herr Rudolf Strabm, a Social 
Democrat Party executive, is 
the man behind rite initiative. 
His aim is to establish fair¬ 
ness at home—by eliminating 
some of the loopholes through 
which middle and upper class 
professional people can evade 
taxation—and solidarity with 
socialists abroad. _ 

His argument is that Switzer¬ 
land cannot continue to be an 
island for fugitive capital and 
so help to deplete the resources 
of developing nations. 

Herr Srraltm admits that the 
odds are stacked against bis 
initiative. The government has 
two or three years in which to 
mull over ir and decide whether 
or not to incocporwe it into 
legislation before it need' be 
put to the people- itr- the form 
of a referendum... 

But he has helped to keep 
the issue of banking secvecy 
before the public eye since the 
scandal that surrounded ike 
discovery in 1977 of the illegal 
misdirection of foreign inves¬ 
tors' funds from the Credit 
Suisse branch in Chiasso died 
down. 

The debate has heped to dis¬ 
pel some e£ the myths about 
banking- secrecy. 


It is, for example, impossible 
to open an anonymous account 
at a Swiss bank. The identity 
of the holder of a numbered 
account will be known to 
officials in the bank, although 
to fewer than in the case of a 
normal account. 

Since the middle of 1977 
Swiss banks have been obliged 
to follow a code of conduct 
worked out between 'the Swiss 
bankers’ association and the 
national bank determining what 
sort of money a bank may 
accept and how banking secrecy 
should be handled. 

This code is designed to pre¬ 
vent Switzerland becoming a 
haven of illegal capital and 
specifies that banks should 
make sure who they are deal¬ 
ing with and where their money 
comes from. A special tribunal 
can fine a bank up: to 10m 
francs for failing to adhere to 
the code. 

Even before the code was 
introduced . banks could be 
obliged tu disclose certain 
Types*of information to federal 
and cantonal 'authorities. But in 
the-crucial area of tax evasion 
banks are called only to give 
details of their customers’ 
activities only in cases of 
deliberate fraud. This usually 
means forging documents; 
forgetfulness does not count as 
a crime. 

The code restrains the banks 
from aiding their customers in 
evading capital controls and tax 
legislation but it states dearly 


that the Swis authorities, are 
not in busines to police other 
people’s laws covering 
currency, fiscal or economic 
objectives. 

The only small chink in this 
armour is an agreement with 
ibe United States affording 
assistance in tracking down rhe 
illicit fruits of “organized 
crime ”, grudgingly accepted by 
the Swiss banking world after 
the American administration 
Threatened trade restrictions on 
imports of Swiss clocks and 
cheese. 

Although banking secrecy 
may still be too comprebenshw 
for the taste of people like Herr 
Strahm, his campaign has 
helped to turn investors’ atten¬ 
tion to other banking centres 
that offer a greater degree oE 
discretion. - 

Other countries have oo: 
been slow .to step into the anea 
being vacated by the Swjss 
authorities. ' Ironically, !in 
neighbouring Austria ■ a 
Social Democrat administration 
pushed through legislation that 
enables anybody to open a bank 
account under a false name.’ 

The twentieth cenrurv mas-
